slot machines. 

In a report excoriating Huff- 
man for not issuing police war- 
rants for seizure of gambling 
machines, the grand jury called 
on Gov. Forrest C. Donnell to con- 
duct an independent inquiry with 
a view to giving St. Louls a Po- 
lice Board “in harmony with the 
spirit of law enforcement.” 

“Gambling in St. Louis will nev- 
er be properly and completely 
under control as long as Ed- 
win E. Huffman steadfastly re- 
mains resistant to the taking of 
fearless and affirmative action,” 
the grand jury declared. 

The report bristled with refer- 
ences to Huffman’s “incompet- 
ence,” “abject failure,” “apparent 
neglect,” ‘lack of capacity” and 

“abysmal ignorance” of _ police 
procedure and policy, afid used 
such terms about him as “vacillat- 
ing,” “indifferent” and “apparent- 
ly lacking in candor.” 

Later in -the day, the Police 
Board announced establishment of 
a separate division to combat 
violations of gambling laws under 
Capt. Elias Hoagland. 

This apparently completed Police 
Board action in the gambling sit- 
uation, which was called to public 
attention by a series of news ar- 
ticles in the Post-Dispatch, show- 
ing that the operation of slot ma- 
chines was concentrated in the 
Lucas Avenue Police District. 
Three-fourths of the 108 Federally 
licensed gambling machines in the 
city were found in this district, 
where horse-race bookmaking and 
prostitution also flourished. 

The Police Board had demoted 
eight Sergeants in the Lucas Ave- 
nue District Nov. 12, because of 
the laxity in law enforcement, but 
it reinstated them today. 


Statement by Huffman. 


Huffman issued the following 
written statement at noon today: 

“IT believe that a public official 
should follow what he considers 
to be a jawful and proper course 
of conduct, undeterred by fear of 
criticism from the press or any 
other source. I am not respon- 
sible for the present state of the 
law as to gambling machines. I 
took an oath to follow the law as 
it is—not as any well-intentioned 
citizens may think it should be.” 

Huffman, who received report- 
ers in his office at Police Head- 
quarters, said when asked for spe- 
cific comment on the grand jury’s

City Official Put Total at 
20 Million, Group Esti- 
mates $13,647,477 Plus 
Cost of Land. 


The report of a survey of the 
Tesson Ferry area as a possible 
site for a second major St. Louis 
airport, made public yesterday by 
major air lines that had favored 
that location, contains estimates 
which differ strikingly from those 
recently given by Director of 
Public Utilities Milton M. Kinsey, 
chairman of the Municipal Airport 
Commission, which also approved 
the site and Kinsey’s plan for de- 


velopment. 

In brief, Kinsey had proposed ac- 
quisition of 4300 acres and ultimate 
development of eight 10,000-foot 
runways, with an administration 
building, hangars, taxi strips and 
completed facilities costing a total 
of 20 million dollars. 

The survey made public by the 
air lines described as the most 
preferable of numerous suggested 
plans for development of the Tes- 
son Ferry site, a 2158-acre project, 
with six 7000 foot runways, build- 
ings and facilities, all costing $13,- 
647,477, exclusive of land acquisi- 
tion but including value of build- 
ings which it would be necessary 
to remove. 

The study for the lines was made 
by Horner & Shifrin, St. Louis 
consulting engineers who were 
drainage consultants for the model 
Washington National Airport at 
Washington and now are making 
drainage studies for New York’s 
100-million-dollar Idlewild Airport. 

Differ on Cost of Cleared Site. 

The most striking discrepancy 
was in the cost of a cleared site. 
Kinsey had said that the cost of 
acquisition of 4300 acres, iricluding 
buildings, would be about $1,750,- 
000, which the city would pay in 
the hope that the Navy Depart- 
ment would provide some $5,750,- 
000 for a first-stage development, 
using the field as a training base. 

Horner & Shifrin made no esti- 
mate of land value for the north- 
western half of the 4300 acres re- 
quired for their plan, but esti- 
mated the value of the buildings 
alone there at $1,142,000. At any 
conservative valuation, the land 
cost for half the 4300-acre site 
would bring the total cost of land 
and buildings to more than the 
$3;750,000 figure. 

The Horner & Shifrin site ex- 
tends northwestward to Gravois 
road, taking in about 200 acres not 
included in Kinsey’s plan. It elimi-

Blizzards, wet snow and rai 
have made ground conditions 
bad as at any time since the. be- 
ginning of the Russian-German 
war, Usually at this time the tem- 
perature is well below zero and the 
snow has become hard packed. 
But this year, although the snow 
is beginning to bank in numerous 
places, there have been no great 
freezes. Rain is still falling at 
other points. 

Foe’s Losses Reported Heavy. 

The Soviet command reported 
about 2900 Germans were killed 
and 72 tanks destroyed or cap- 
tured in yesterday's fighting. It 
said the enemy was throwing 
troops against the Russian lines 
“without consideration for large 
losses,” especially in the Cherkasy 
sector, where 1000 Germans were 
reported wiped out in a series of 
futile counterattacks. 

The Russians crossed the Dnie- 
per near Cherkasy last month and 
reached the outskirts of the city, 
but were checked by powerful 
fortifications. Cherkasy is down- 
stream from Kiev and northwest 
of Kremenchug. 

Gen. Constantine Rokossovsky’s 
drive for Zhlobin captured many 
prisoners and wrecked 26 tanks. 
Soviet artillery lent a covering bar- 
rage, further decimating the en- 
emy’s strength, the communique 
said,

LONDON, Dec. 3 (AP). — The 

London Star said today a Roose- 
velt-Stalin-Churchill conference in 
the Middle East has drawn up a 
final “give in or die” ultimatum to 
Germany. 
. “Stalin is at war parley; meeting 
with Churchill and Roosevelt; give 
in or die to Germany,” was the 
way the afternoon newspaper head- 
lined the article. 

Earlier, Chairman Tom Connally 
of the United States Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee had said 
in Fort Worth, Tex., that “another 
great conference is taking place 
in the Middle East” among the 
three United Nations leaders, and 
described the meeting as “of para- 
mount significance.” 

“The Churchill, Roosevelt, Stalin 
meeting, about which there has 
been so much speculation, has 
taken place,” the London Star said. 

“The three statesmen are now 
conferring somewhere in the Mid- 
dle East. Some reports, Axis and 
neutral, say* the meeting place is 
Teheran; others say it is Tabriz, 
in the Russian military zone of 
Northern Persia. 

“The first definite news of this 
new conference was given to the 
world by Connally in a radio ad- 
dress from Fort Worth.” 

Official Sources Silent. 

Official Washington and London 
maintained a discreet silence, while 
continental radios told the world 
that President Roosevelt, Prime 
Minister Churchill and Premier Jo- 
seph Stalin were in Iran drawing 
up an ultimatum calling on Ger- 
many to surrender under: pain of 
being bombed to destruction. 

A Berlin broadcast, quoting ad- 
vices from Lisbon, asserted the 
meeting would end during the day 
and predicted that a communique 
announcing the decisions reached 
would be issued before nightfall.

SETS RECORDS IN TONNAGE 
DROPPED, NAZIS DOWNED 


LONDON, Dec. 3 (AP). 


EADQUARTERS of the 
H United States Lighth Air 

Force disclosed last night 
that Britain-based American 
es had set 4 new monthly 
record by dropping more than 
7670 tons of bombs on Germany 
or occupied territory and shoot- 
ing down 257 enemy planes dur- 
ing November. 

American losses for the 
month were 93 heavy bombers, 
six medium bombers and 
fighters. 

Flying Fortresses and Liber- 
ators were credited with 139 of 
the enemy planes listed as de- 
stroyed, while American fighters 
knocked down 108 and medium 
bombers 10. 

The big bombers attacked 14 
objectives on -1l operational 


ys. 

More than 1000 more planes 
were dispatched than in Oc- 
tober, and they carried 30 per 
cent more bomb tonnage. At 
the same time, losses dropped 
below 3 per cent, less than in

GASOLINE LOW, NAVY PLANE 
LANDS ON JAMIESON AVENUE 


Ship Is Undamaged in Landing 
Except for Tire Blowouts 
From Striking Curb. 

John Edward Allen, a Navy test 
pilot of Susanville, Cal., en route 
from Bloomington, IIl., to Lambert- 
St. Louis Field, safely landed a 
Navy training plane in Jamieson 
avenue, about 50 feet from the 
intersection of Loughborough ave- 
nue, shortly after noon today when 
the ship’s gasoline supply became

BERLIN MOB NEARLY-LYNCHES 
ENGLISH FASCIST AFTER RAID 


Broadcaster on Whom Fire Fight- 
ers Turned May Have Been 
Lord Haw Haw. 

Dec. 3 (AP).—A Ber- 
lin mob which was fighting fires 
after a recent British raid almost 
lynched an English Fascist who 
broadcasts for the Germans when 
the broadcaster, during the excite- 
ment, spoke in English to another 
fire fighter, the German radio said, 
yesterday. 

The broadcaster possibly may 
have been Lord Haw Haw, the 
American-born William Joyce. 

A warden arrested the broad- 
caster and the fire fighter, the 
radio said, adding that while they 
were being taken to the police sta- 
tion “it was only with difficulty 
that people in the streets were pre- 
vented from lynching both of 
them.”

YANKS ADVANCE 
IN FAGE OF FIERCE 
GERMAN GUNFIRE 


8th Army Captures Castel 
Frentano — Air Forces 
Provide Heavy Support 
for Troops in Italy. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 3 (AP).—The 
British Eighth Army has captured 
San Vito Chietino, important cen- 
ter 16 miles southwest of Pescara, 
the French radio station at Algiers 
said today.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Dec. 3 (AP).—Lt. Gen. Mark 
W. Clark’s Fifth Army troops, 
after a long stalemate on the 
Western Italian front, have 
cracked forward through machine 
gun-raked fields and bapbed wire 
in the Calabritto area in the wake 
of a rolling barrage of artillery 
shells and aerial bombs, Allied 
headquarters announced today. 

The British Eighth Army also 
continued to smash the Germans 
back beyond the Sangro Ridge 
and captured Castel Frentano, on 
a lateral road west of the impor- 
tant German defense town of Lan- 
ciano, and pushed on toward San 
Vito, on the Adriatic coast, six 
miles beyond Wednesday’s line. 
But Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgom- 
ery’s drive showed signs of slow- 
ing down. 

(A DNB broadcast from Berlin 
said Lanciano, two and a half 
miles northeast of Castel Frentano, 
had been evacuated by the Ger- 
mans as the result of the Eighth 
Army's advance.) 

Both the Fifth and LBighth 
Armies took prisoners in their ad- 
vance, 

Bombers Hit Gun Positions. 

P-40 Warhawks and A-36 dive- 
bombers flew some 300 sorties 
along a 20-mile section of the 
front, dropping more than 100 tons 
of high explosivcs as well as hun- 
dreds of fragmentation bombs on 
enemy positions around San Gi- 
orgio, Rocca and Cervano, on the 
Fifth Army front, where the Ger- 
mans were said to have “mounted 
guns on every strategic height 
around the road to Rome.” 

The results were so devastating 
that the last of the returning P-40 
pilots said they encountered al- 
most no antiaircraft fire, appar- 
ently because the Germans were 
deserting their guns. 

The pilots who flew over the 
Fifth Army battle area reported 
“fierce fighting” and great clouds 
of dust rising over large areas en- 
veloped by combat. 

Calabritto, five miles southwest 
of Mignano at the strongest part 
of the German line defending the 
main road to Rome; was the scene 
of the heaviest Fifth Army fight- 
ing and reports were extremely re- 
served on how far Gen. Clark’s 
army had progressed. 

Bringing Up Reserves. 


The Germans made a particu-|; 


larly determined effort to halt the 
Eighth Army in the Lanciano area 
where they held a 900-foot ridge 
which dominates the surrounding 
country. The Germans were re- 
ported yesterday rushing reserves 
from Northern Italy in an attempt 
to stem the drive.

ain’s blockbusting armadas flew 
against Berlin last night for the 
fifth time in two weeks and fought 
their greatest battle yet in the re- 
lentless campaign to erase the 
Nazi capital. 
Shooting toward a city already 
a third demolished, where fires 


still flared from the previous at- 
tacks, the squadrons of four-en- 
gined bombers drove through flare 
paths lighting the approaches to 
the city from as far away as 50 
miles, pierced exploding walls of 
heavy antiaircraft fire and slugged 
it out with scores of night fighters 
which the Germans had massed 
over the capital. 

The British announced the loss 
of 41 aircraft in this and other 
operations, but at the end. they 
left great geysers of flame shoot- 
ing up from the stricken city, the 
world’s fourth largest, and billows 
of smoke and flame which climbed 
to heights of three miles. 


Half-Hour 


The fierce attack lasted half an 
hour and was over by 8 p. m. Dur- 
ing this time at least 30 four-ton 
blockbusters—which can obliterate 
everything for hundreds of yards 
around—hurtled down among the 
bewildered defenders. The tele- - 
phone lines to Sweden were 
knocked out: almost at once, but - 
they were shortly restored. : 

The bombers dropped nearly - 
2000 long tons (2240 American - 
tons) of explosives and incendiar- 
ies. This brought to about’ 15,000 
(16,800) the total dumped this year 
on the world’s most-bombed city. 

German broadcasts acknowl- 
edged that the attack blanketed the 
whole Berlin area, already in a 
great state of disruption with only 
a few transportation lines restored 
to service from previous attacks, 
with the streets still filled with 
debris and the people living from 
hand to mouth from temporary 
stores established in cellars and 
street stands. 

But the Nazis, who apparently 
had concentrated every available 
weapon and fighter they could mus- 
ter for the “Battle of Berlin,” 
claimed they had shot down 3 
bombers. 

Simultaneously with the Berlin 
attack, Mosquito raiders hit targets 
in Western Germany.

SINK JAP TROOP 
SHIP AND TANKER 
HiT 2 DESTROYERS 


Marine Raiders Wipe Out 
Enemy Arsenal on 
Bougainville — Aus- 
tralians Advance on 
Wareo, New Guinea. 


SOUTHWEST PACIFIC ALLIED 
HEADQUARTERS, Dec. 3 (AP).— 
Allied bombers, ranging the Pa- 
cific skies from the Marshall 
Islands to New Guinea, have sunk 
a troop-laden 10,000-ton Japanese 
transport and a large tanker, dam- 
aged two destroyers, blasted enemy 
bases with more than 200 tons of 
bombs, and downed 21 Japanese 
planes in battles at both ends of 
the 2400-mile arc. 

These latest reports of Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, Adm. William 
F. Halsey and Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz covered actions from Mon- 
day through Wednesday. 

New successes also were scored 
on the ground. In the inland 
jungles of New Guinea's Huon Pen- 
insula, Australians are converging 
on Wareo, a Japanese strongpoint 
more than 10 miles northwest of 
Finschhafen. 

On the west-central coast of 
Bougainville in the Northern 
Solomons, where American forces 
since Nov. 1 have been widening 
a beachhead and establishing an 
sir strip, more than 600 Marines 
made a raid Noy. 28 and 29 on a 
veritable arsenal inside enemy 
lines. Encountering heavier oppo- 
sition than had been anticipated, 
they killed more than 200 Japa- 
nese, destroyed a considerable 
quantity of supplies, fought off a 
force twice their size, and with- 
drew. Fifteen Marines were killed 
and 71 wounded. 

The force which conducted the 
raid went down Empress Augusta 
Bay in landing craft, putting 
ashore three miles below the peri- 
meter of the planned assault. 

In support of the Bougainville 
land forces, dive and torpedo bomb- 
ers struck the Buin-Faisi region 
on the south coast with 44 tons of 
explosives, destroying gun _ posi- 
tions, amunition and 21 buildings. 
Adm. Halsey’s air force dominated 
the skies in the Northern Solo- 
mons, making 175 sorties Nov. 30 
without encountering one enemy 
plane. 

MacArthur’s reconnaissance 
bombers, attacking convoys in the 
vicinity of Kavieng, New Ireland, 
the night of Nov. 30 and the morn- 
ing of Dec. 1, set off explosions in 
the transport which was aban- 
doned before it went down; left the 
large tanker a mass of flames, and 
hit one destroyer amidships and 
another astern with 500-pound 
bombs. 

Continuing to pound Western 
New Britain, an area in danger of 
invasion by MacArthur’s forces on 
New Guinea, Mitchells on Dec. 1 
exploded 54 tons of bombs on Bor- 
gen Bay's barges and shore instal- 
lations. 

On the New Guinea end of the 
long battle arc, Liberators and 
Thunderbolts blew up fuel and 
supplies Dec. 1 in a 111-ton bomb- 
ing assault on Wewak. The raid- 
ers were engaged in a furious bat- 
tle by 40 enemy fighters, of which 
at least 10 were shot down. Two 
Liberators were lost. Returning 
pilots told of seeing enemy fight- 
ers fire on parachuting crewmen 
of one of the four-engined bomb- 
ers. 

On the mid-Pacific wing, Adm. 
Nimitz reported raids Nov. 30 by 
Army Liberators on the Taroa air- 
drome in the Maloelap atoll of the 
Marshalls, and the following day 
on Mili atoll’s airdrome. The Ta- 
roa raiders battled 35 Zeros, down- 
ing seven and returning without 
loss. Near Mili on Nov, 30 a Navy 
Liberator shot down another Zero. 

In the American-won Gilberts, 
three Japanese torpedo planes 
were blasted out of the sky during 
an unsuccessful attack Nov. 29 on 
two American destroyers.

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mans were trying to use crowds of 
refugees to block and hamper the 
Allied advance. They were report- 
ed to be taking the populations of 
small towns and driving them out 
toward the advancing Fifth and 
Eighth Armies, then blowing up 
bridges behind them in an attempt 
to create conditions similar to 
those in France during the Nazi 
blitz. 

Dispatches from the battle sec- 
tor said the Fifth Army’s stab 
was the biggest Allied offensive 
since the landing at Salerno, but 
the Germans were fighting fiercely 
on every section of the front, and 
numerous minefields and heavy 
demolitions were being encoun- 
tered. 

Gen. Clark came under fire for 
some time yesterday during a tour 
of the battlefront, half a dozen 
shells falling near where he was 
standing. : 

Allied air attacks were the heav- 
iest in many days and 17 German 
planes were shot down for a loss 
of eight Allied craft. The appear- 
ance of the bombers over the bat- 
tle lines brought cheers from the 
ground troops who had been with- 
out air support for some time be- 
cause of the bad weather. 

A German broadcast said Nazi 
fighter-bombers raided Bari, on 
Italy's Adriatic coast, last night, 
sinking two merchant’ vessels, 
causing two ammunition or fuel 
ships to blow up and damaging 
numerous others. 

A force of Liberators, escorted 
by Lightnings, pounded Bolzano, 
on the Brenner Pass line in North- 
ern Italy, while British destroy- 
ers bombarded Nazi installations in 
the Albanian port of Durazzo at 
night.

Among those indicted with Mc

tache of the Circuit Attorney’s of- 
fice said Kanios and CaitO were 
the “Gus” and “Willie” who, act- 
ing as collectors for McCall, told 
storekeepers part of the slot ma- 
chine revenue went for “police pro- 
tection.” Kanios is listed in the city 
directory as a salesman for McCall 
Novelty Co. living at 6607 Clayton 
road, Clayton, and Caito likewise 
is listed as a McCall salesman liv- 
ing at 6300 Bartmer avenue, Uni- 
versity City. 

Circuit Judge William L. Mason 
signed applications for 29 bench 
warrants on the gambling indict- 
ments. These warrants are to be 
served by the Sheriff, ; 

Louis Shifrin and Thomas F., 
Muldoon, who with Huffman com- 
prise the present Police Board, are 
known to have been impatient 
with the board’s delay in acting 
against gambling machine distrib- 
uters. A fourth place on the board 
has been vacant for several 
months, awaiting an appointment 
by Gov. Donnell. 

Asked to sign search warrants 
drawn up by Circuit Attorney 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr., Huffman 
studied the legal technicalities for 
four days and finally decided he 
lacked authority, his decision being 
based on the theory a gambling 
machine ig not illegal in itself, and 
is subject to confiscation only 
when its use for gambling can be 
proved. In accord with this theory, 
he held that gambling machines 
stored on distributors’ premises and 
not actually in use were beyond 
the reach of police. 

His reasons for “refusing to ex- 
ercise the authority and power with 
which the law invests him,” the 
grand jury protested, “even now 
remain obscure to us and seem out 
of keeping with the intent and the 
spirit of our laws designed to curb 
gambling.” 

The grand jury asked the Gov- 
ernor to advise himself “if he is 
still of the opinion that the St. 
Louis Police Department can prop- 
erly function under the St, Louis 
Police Board as presently consti- 
tuted.” 

In its final report, presented to 
Judge Mason, the grand jury as- 
serted it had received no compe- 
tent evidence to show that any po- 
liceman had received a bribe in 
connection with gambling or other 
illegal activities, but added that 
this “is not to say that such could 
not exist.” 

“Vacillating, Indifferent.” 

In its excoriation of Huffman, 
the grand jury said: 7 

“Not only was the co-operation 

of the President of the Board of 
Police Commissioners not forth- 
coming, but throughout it was 
apparent that he was vacillat- 
ing, indifferent and apparently 
lacking in candor upon the gen- 
eral subject matter of gambling 
and its suppression. This un- 
happy state of affairs, coupled 
with Mr, Huffman’s abysmal 
ignorance of the procedure and 
policy, past and present, of the 
Police Department, with respect 
to thé matters under our con- 
sideration, and his duty in this 
regard, has resulted in our in- 
escapable conviction that gambl- 
ing in St. Louis will never be 
properly and completely under 
control by the authorities, whose 
duty it is to suppress the evil, 
as long as Edwin E. Huffman 
steadfastly remains resistant to 
the taking of fearless and af- 
firmative action to eradicate an 
evil, which not only breeds cor- 
ruption and violence, but which 
permeates its manifold conse- 
quences to the very doorsteps of 
the sehools and homes of our 
community. 

“The grand jury regrets that the 
Board of Police Commissioners has 
seen fit to reduce in rank certain 
police sergeants, without a trial 
or hearing, but we are confident 
that at least two members of the 
Board of Police Commissioners are 
disposed to give the matter further 
fair consideration, bearing in mind, 
of course, that this grand jury dis- 
claims any desire to interfere or 
dictate to the board, as to matters 
of police discipline and depart- 
mental regulation in individual 
cases.” 

Continuing with its denunciation 
of Huffman, the grand jury said: 

“We find that the abject fail- 
ure, and apparent neglect, of 
Edwin E. Huffman to properly 
advise the Police Department as 
to procedure and policy in gam- 
bling law violations constitutes 
a monumental contribution to 
the heretofore successful opera- 
tion of large-scale gambling en- 
terprises in this city. The ap- 
parent confusion of, and lack of 
proper direction by, the presi- 
dent of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners has been of substan- 
tial benefit to those in our midst 
who would, if they could, flour- 
ish and expand beyond any cal- 
culable boundaries in this field 
of law violation.’

Huffman, Suffice to say, the Gov- 
ernor may, and should, conduct 
his own independent inquiry touch- 
ing upon these matters. 

“We are confident of the Gover- 
nor’s desire to co-operate and to 
give St. Louis honest, efficient and 
fearless law enforcement, insofar 
as his responsibility extends. A 
Board of Police Commissioners 
that is in harmony with the spirit 
of law enforcement is indispens- 
able to the safety and welfare of 
our citizens, whom we, as grand 
jurors, represent. In these recom- 
mendations and observations we 
all concur.” . 

The jurors expressed the convic- 
tion it is “the labor of futility” 
for grand juries to content them- 
selves with simply indicting in- 
dividual merchants, tavern keep- 
ers and clerks without “a forth- 
right and direct assault upon the 
citadels of gambling enterprise— 
namely, the powerful organizations 
which distribute and have control 
of the hundreds of illegal devices 
throughout our St. Louis com- 
munity.” 

Of the Police Department as a 
whole, the grand jury said: “We 
have not received any credible or 
competent evidence tending to 
show that any member of the 
Metropolitan Police Department of 
St, Louis has received any gratuity, 
or other consideration of value, 
from any source whatever, with 
relation to gambling or other ille- 
gal enterprises in this city, nor 
that there has been any exercise 


.|}0f improper persuasion or influence 


upon any member or members of 
the Department, with relation to 
general gambling operations in 
this city. 

“In saying that we have found 
no evidence of impropriety on 
the part of the Police Depart- 
ment, with respect to the ac- 
ceptance of gifts, or gratuities, 
or the exertion of improper in- 
fluence upon the police, it is not 
to say that such could not exist,” 
the grand jury pointed out, “The 
Circuit Attorney and the grand 
jury must rely, almost entirely, 
in this city, upon the evidence 
furnished by the Police Depart- 
ment, itself, in the vast majority 
of cases. The Circuit Attorney 
and the grand jury do not have 
available for their usé investiga- 
tors, or a staff of persons trained 
in crime detection and its com- 
plexities. We must, therefore, 
rely upon the Police Depart- 
ment, under the circumstances, 
to investigate ite own officers 
and personnel,” 

The grand jury termed “the ap- 
parently harmless” slot and pin- 
ball machine “an instrument of in- 
calculable and far-reaching demo- 
ralization, delinquency and tragic 
consequence to not only the mature 
and adult population, but, more sig- 
nificantly, to our boys and girls.” 

The grand jury pointed out the 
gambling investigation will con- 
tinue. 

“We have the assurance of the 
Circuit Attorney that the termina- 
| tion of the term of service of this 
grand jury, and our discharge 
from further service, does not 
mean that the investigation of 
gambling, in whatever form it may 
be found to exist, is completed,” 
it said. “The Circuit Attorney, we 
are convinced, will use the greatest 
diligence and initiative in con- 
tinuing his commendable efforts 
to not only repress gambling in 
every form in which it may be 
found to exist in St, Louis, but 
also to continue with our succes- 
sors, the December term grand 
jury, the inquiry which we have 
begun into possible graft, corrup- 
tion or neglect of duty by any of- 
ficials charged with the enforce- 
ment of the law.” 

The December term grand jury 
will be impaneled Monday by Cir- 


cuit Judge James E. McLaughlin, 
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who already has announced his in- 
tention to instruct the jury to con- 
tinue the gambling investigation.

Detectives Tell of Winning Oash 
Prizes on Pinball Games. 

A hearing to determine whether 
118 pinball games seized here are 
amusement devices or gambling 
machines continued today in Judge 
Mason's court. City gambling squad 
detectives yesterday testified that 
during the last two years they had 
frequently played such machines 
and received cash prizes from 
store attendants when they hit 
winning combinations, 

First Assistant Ciroult Attorney 
Henry G. Morris sought to prove 
that pinball games are games of 
chance, even when played for 
amusement. Judge Mason repeat- 
edly pointed out the State must 
prove the confiscated devices are 
gambling games per se, or must 


which the British have been using 
on recent raids, 

Indications were that the Royal 
Air Force had achieved a destruc- 
tion in Berlin to the extent that 
it was now spreading out its at- 
tacks to avoid bombing what had 
been hit before. 

This was reflected in the Ger- 
man reports that the raid extend- 
ed over the whole metropolitan 
area, and was corroborated by 
Swedish correspondents’ dispatch- 
es which said new fires were 
blazing all through the north cen- 
tral and southern sections. 

According to Nazi versions of the 
Berlin raid, large formations of 
German fighters met the incoming 
British planes over the Elbe River, 
some 65 miles west of Berlin, and 
engaged them in a running fight. 

The German broadcasts acknowl- 
edged, however, that despite this 
pretective screen, many of the Brit- 
ish planes drove through to the 
target and spoke of heavy fighting 
over Berlin. 

German Account. 

“Defensive successes grew the 
longer the attack lasted,” the Ger- 
man account continued, “so that 
one hour before midnight more 
than 30 enemy bombers could safe- 
ly be reported shot down. 

“One observed excellent co-oper- 
ation of flak and searchlight bat- 
teries and heard the uninterrupted 
cannon and machine gun fire of 
German night fighters in the star- 
clear sky. Amid multi-colored 
flares, the British bombers crashed 
to the ground like flaming torches, 
often before they had reached their 


get. 

“At the time of the arrival and 
departure of the British bombers 
and particularly when they were 
over the whole area of greater Ber- 
lin, a heavy air battle such as 
hitherto has rarely been observed 
developed between 8 p. m. and 
9:30 p. m.” 

First Raid in Week. 

It was the first raid on Berlin 
since last Friday night when «a 
great fleet of R. A. F. heavy bomb- 
ers delivered a pulverizing assault 
on the German capital. 

The current “blitz” vas launched 
with a heavy attack the night of 
Nov. 16. On Nov. 22 another great 
force of R. A. F. faiders dropped 
2300 long tons (2576 American 
tons) of explosives on the German 
capital in the war's greatest raid 
and a third massive blow was de- 
livered the following night. Mos- 
quito bombers struck lighter blows 
on the two succeeding nights. 

Despite German threats of fear- 
ful reprisals for these assaults, 
Britain again was free of enemy 
raiders last night. The Germans 
tried a daylight raid against Eng- 
land, but. coastal guns shot down 
one of two attacking planes. 
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operated machines intimated, if not 
directly charged; that failure of 
officers to act with respect to the 
gambling type of such machines 
could be attributed to the receipt 
of money or other favors from the 
owners or operators of these de- 
vices.

“Since July 1, 1943, Federal tax 
stamps for the kind of machines 
in question were purchased for a 
total of 87 locations in St. Louis. 
In 72 of the applications a location 
in the Ninth (Lucas Avenue) Dis- 
trict was given. Our investigation 
developed that 23 of the 72 were 
automatic payoff type. In the re- 
maining 59 there was no automatic 
payoff but the winner, if paid at 
all, would havé to be paid by the 
proprietor of the place. The 23 
automatic payoff machines were 
scattered through 13 of the 33 beats 
of the Ninth District.” ‘ 

“Our investigation further dis- 
closed that with few exceptions 
the machines were not in continu- 
ous use in any location since the 
date of the Federal license, and 
that at no time was ,the full 
number in operation. 

Sergeants Weren’t “Alert.” 

“In undertaking to determine 
responsibility for the failure to 
discover and report the presence 
of these machines, we have taken 
into consideration the duties and 
responsibilities of each rank of of- 
ficer in the district. Under the 
department system of patrol, the 
discovery of conditions indicating 
law. violation in the several dis- 
tricts is primarily imposed upon 
the Segeants and the beat men 
under their jurisdiction. We, 
therefore, reached the conclusion 
that if these Sergeants had been 
alert, the appearance of machines 
in such numbers in this District 
would have been discovered and 
reported. It was because of their 
failure that we took disciplinary 
action which we believe necessary 
in order to impress upon the en- 
tire force, as well as the officers 
directly involved, the necessity for 
alertness and extreme diligence in 
such matters. 


“The Captains and Lieutenants 
of a district must of necessity re- 
ly to a great degree on the Ser- 
geants and the officers under them 
for information as to conditions 
in the District and to carry out 
their orders and commands. Our 
investigation satisfies us that the 
Captain of the Ninth District did 
take steps in this matter. He is- 
sued frequent cautions as to the 
suppression of the various law vio- 
lations which were given to the

13,000 Arrests a Year. 


“In passing judgment as to lax- 
ity, consideration must be given to 
the fact annually more than 13,000 
arrests for various types of law 
violations are made in the Ninth 
District—more than gn any other 
district in the city. It is apparent 
from our investigation that not- 
withstanding this volume of work, 
sufficient importance was not at- 
tached to this particular form of 
law violation, 

“Whtile we have concluded that 
laxity has existed to the degree 
we have indicated and which justl- 
fies the reprimand or other form 
of disciplinary action we have 
taken, the publication of many in- 
accurate and unfair statements 
not suported by evidence have re- 
flected on the integrity of all of- 
ficers and patrolmen of this dis- 
trict and have constituted a pen- 
alty wholly undeserved by the 
great majority of our officers and 
of greater severity than is merited 
by any one or more for lack of 
diligence as to the discovery of 
the machines. Accordingly, it is 
our judgment that no further pun- 
ishment should now be assessed 
against any officer and we are 
restoring to their former rank, ef- 
fective Dec, 8, the eight sergeants 
recently demoted. They will be as- 
signed to the districts where they 
are now located. 

“For better co-ordination of ac- 
tivities of the Department against 
violations of the gambling laws, 
we are establishing a separate di- 
vision under the direction of Capt.

Text of Chief's Statement.

Opera on Black Market. 

At Weihsien the internees organ- 
ized an entertainment committee, 
on which Fr.

The lyrics parodied 
popular and classical compositions 
of English, French and Belgian 
composers. The opera was pre- 
sented by a cast of 80 priests. 

“T taught the children Latin and 
religion,” Fr. Gansmann_ relat- 
ed, “and worked with seven others 
on the noodle machine. This was 


a device which made Chinese 


noodles for our soup, or sometimes 
they were served boiled for dinner. 

“Groups made their own stoves 
out of bricks and cooked food for 
themselves.” 

Released, Then Rearrested. 

Fr. Kernal went to Shantung 
in 1936 and from ‘1939 until the 
war was director of the seminary 
there. He was first interned on 
Dec,.10, 1941, for two months in 
the Changtien Mission with 10 
priests and one Protestant mission- 
ary, then released in February, 
1942, allowed to go back to the 
seminary, where he_ continued 
teaching until March, 1943, when 
he was sent to Weihsien intern- 
ment camp.

RIOK EXECUTIVE

‘If Figures by Justice De- 
partment Are Right,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Edward 
L. Williams, suave, glib-tongued 
president of the Insurance Execu- 
tives’ Association, asserted today 
at a Senate Judiciary Subcommit- 
tee hearing that if the “facts and 
figures” given out by the Depart- 
ment of Justice on the insurance 
business were correct, “the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission 
would be after us and we'd all be 
in the penitentiary.” 


The hearing was on the legisla- 
tion pending in Congress to ex- 
empt insurance companies from 
the antitrust acts. Williams for 
the last few months has main- 
tained a suite at a,capital hotel 
and -has been active in pushing 
the exemption bills. He has been 
charged by the bills’ opponents 
with being the head of a powerful 
insurance lobby that has deluged 
Senators and Representatives with 
requests to pass the bills, 

Under questjoning by Senator 
O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wyoming, Wil- 
liams failed to go into the asserted 
“facts and figures” of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, but he stanchly 
defended the policies of his asso- 
ciation and the affiliated large 
stock fire insurance firms. He de- 
nied emphatically that the asso- 
ciation fixes rates and commis- 
sions of its member companies, or 
seeks to impose them on nonmem- 
ber firms, 

“The insurance business is a hu- 
man institution,” he told the sub- 
committee. “It is not perfect, but 
it’s trying to perfect itself. And we 


don’t like the smear campaign that 


is being conducted against us.” He 
hastened to add that he did not 
mean that Senator O’Mahoney had 
participated in any such campaign. 

O’Mahoney sought to bring out 
that the Insurance Executives As- 
sociation is in effect an hierarchy 
of top fire insurance firms that 
operates as a “private bureaucra- 
cy” t6 impose its will on other com- 
panies. This was heatedly and re- 
peatedly denied by the witness in 
verbal crossfires that at one point 
prompted Senator Van Nuys 
(Rep.), Indiana, committee chair- 
man, to say mildly to Williams and 
O'Mahoney: “Now I want you two 
boys to try and get along.”

Soon one of our destroyers re- 
ported that it was picking up a 
majority of survivors, but whether 
it meant a majority of the Lis- 
come Bay’s personnel or that it 
had facilities to rescue a majority 
of those in water was not immedi- 
ately clear. Other destroyers were 
sent to assist. 

The explosion was so violent that 
it seemed incredible that any of 
the Liscome Bay's crew could have 
escaped. The carrier had been 
preparing to launch planes for 
dawn scouting missions when it 
was struck.

‘Capped Climax,’ 


Brought Resignations. 


The dispute over the 1-A clas- 
sification of a young research 
chemist which resulted in the 
resignation of all seven members 
of the First Ward Draft Board, 
was only one of a number of cases 
where the board was asked to 
defer a young single man and in- 
duct a married man with chil- 
dren, Fred G. Christmann, chair- 
man, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today. 

“We do not think it is fair to 
put married men with children in 
the service and defer single men, 
with occupational titles that have 
been drummed up to obtain defer- 
ments for them,” Christmann said. 
“The case of Gabriel M. Oliensis 
is not the first but it did cap the 
climax. We're fed up.” 

Cases in which single men, de 
ferred at the request of their em- 
ployers, had ridiculed married men 
with children when the fathers 
had been called for induction were 
cited by Christmann. Men with 
children have appeared at his draft 
board, he said, with the children 
crying and clinging to their fath- 
ers’ trousers. “It’s not right to 
send a man away broken-hearted,” 
he said. 

Oliensis, 21 years old, employed 
at the Dr. L. D. LeGear Medicine 
Co., manufacturers of medicine for 
livestock and poultry, was the cen- 
ter of the dispute. He was clas- 
sified 1-A by the draft board on 
recommendation of the St. Louls 
Office of the United States Em- 
ployment Service. Later State Se 
lective Service headquarters halted 
his induction and asked the draft 
board to reconsider his classifica- 
tion. Board members resigned in- 
stead.

LONDON, Dec. 3 (AP).—Three 
war correspondents failed to return 
from last night’s great Royal Air 
Force raid on Berlin—Lowell Ben- 
nett of International News Serv- 
ice, Norman Stockton of the Syd- 
ney (Australia) Sun, and another 
whose name was withheld tempo- 
rarily. 

Stockton, who reported the war 
in New Guinea and once served as 
deputy editor of the South China 
Morning Post, flew in the va 
with an Australian squadron 
Lancasters. 

Bennett was officially reported 
missing by the British Air Minis- 
try when the bomber in which he 
was a passenger failed to return. 
He made the flight as a repre- 
sentative of the “American pool,” 
and was to have written an eye- 
witness account of the bombing of 
Berlin for the three American 
news services — the Associated 
Press, the United Press and Inter- 
national News Service. 

Drew Lots for Place. 

In making one place available 
for an American correspondent to 
go on the raid, the Air Ministry 
invited the three American news 
services to draw lots. Internation- 
al News Service, Associated Press 
and United Press baliotted, and 
the lot fell to I. N. S. 

Bennett and William W. Wade, 
also of L. N. 8., both expressed a 
desire to make the trip and tossed 
a coin to decide the assignment. 

Edward Murrow, London corre- 
spondent of the Columbia Broad- 
casting System, and Alfred King, 
London editor of the Sydney (Aus- 
tralia) Morning Herald, went on 
last night’s raid and returned safe- 
ly. 

Bennett’s wife, Elizabeth, and his 
young son, Alan, born in London 
during the “blitz,” are living with 
Mr. and Mrs. Lowell Bennett Sr. in 
South Orange, N. J. 

Mrs. Bennett is expecting a sec- 
ond child and because Bennett 
wanted the child to be born on 
American soil, he persuaded a 
wife to leave England for 
United States a few weeks Ae 

Last night’s losses brought to 
115 the casualties suffered by Brit- 
ish-American war correspondents 
in this war. Twenty-seven have 
been killed, 33 wounded, 10 have 
been reported missing and 45 are 
prigoners of war or interned. 


THREATENED ROOSEVELT,

Program for Curbing Juve- 
nile Delinquency. 


Curtailment of empioyment of 
mothers in war plants as a fac- 
tor in reducing juvenile delin- 
quency was recommended today 
by the State grand jury in its re- 
port to Circuit Judge William L. 
Mason, which included a consider- 
ation of problems of juvenile de- 
linquency in St. Louis. 

Mothers must be depended on to 
look after the home front, the 
grand jury pointed out. Finding 
that “broken homes” have been a 
contributing cause in many delin- 
quency cases, the grand jury 
urged the enactment of legislation 
providing for further inquiry by 
the courts into divorce cases where 
children are involved. 


Social and welfare agencies are 
overtaxed, the grand jury stated, 
calling for “the co-operation of fa- 
thers and mothers, our clergy, 
churches and schools to aid in this 
battle that is now running ram- 
pant through our city.” 

Approves Curfew Law. 

The grand jury ascribed congest- 
ed areas as a major factor in cre- 
ating juvenile delinquency. It 
urged censorship of improper liter- 
ature and expressed approval of 
the proposed curfew ordinance al- 
though it did not regard it as 
“a cure-all.”

R. Wickard told personnel repre- |3 
sentatives of his Federal depart- 
ment, at a dinner last night at 
Hotel Statler, that “it will take the 
boldest kind of thinking now, if we |: 
are able to conceive of an agricul- 
tural program that will meet the 
demands of the postwar period.” 

He said the most important field |® 
in postwar planning is likely to be |= 
in applied nutrition, pointing out 
that proper nutrition of the gen- 
eral population had been neglected 
in the past, 3 

Wickard said that agricultural | 
“overproduction” in past years, in 
reality, has not been overproduc- |= 
tion at all, but undernourishment |2 
of the consuming public, which has | 
not availed itself of enough foods |@ 
from the farm. 

“This war should have taught us 
that our boys and workers should |& 
have good diets, while providing |# 
the comforts of peace, the same as 
when they are engaged in the busi- 
ness of war,” he said. “Likewise, 
we should have learned that, if it 
is good business for a nation to see 
to it that its children are edu- 
cated, it is equally good business |: 
to see to it that {ts children have 
strong, healthy podies.” 

Wickard was the principal 
speaker at a five-day session of 
some 125 personnel representatives 
of the Department's offices, agen- 
cies and administrations through- 
out the nation, which opened 
Tuesday and will continue through 
tomorrow. 

Importance of Postwar Planning. 


The Secretary said that “postwar 
planning, next to winning the war 
itself, offers perhaps the greatest 
challenge of the century.” He added | 
that: “Sound thought, intelligently |# 
directed, toward our postwar prob- |% 
lems need not jeopardize our all- | 
out war effort. ... We have an /|= 
obligation to our fighting men to/# 
do some straight, sound thinking |= 
about the postwar problems before |% 
the war ends. ... Not because of |= 
any over-optimism about the war |% 
ending soon, but because there is |& 
so much to do.” 

WicKard recalled the postwar 
problem of the last war, such as 
dwindling foreign markets, mount- 
ing surpluses, low farm incomes, 
foreclosures, soil depletion, rural 
slums and real hhuman suffering, 
and then said: 

“Still we know that this war is 
far more devastating than the last 
one. There are millions of men 
under arms. There are huge war 
industries, many of which will be 
virtually abandoned. In brief, we 
can see potentialities of postwar 
tronble for agriculture which 
would make our previous aches 
and pains seem like the most 
minor kind of irritation. That is 
why I say that our time is running 
out, because we have so much to 
do to cope with the problem ahead. 

Wickard expressed the hope that 
purchasing power of consumers 
would remain high enough to buy 
the things that the farmer pro- 
duces, and that the price level 
would remain high enough for the 
farmer to operate his farm profit- 
ably without sacrificing soil fer- 
tility. 

“But,” he added, “we should 
stand ready to take care of the 
economic welfare of farmers, if the 
need arises. We shall alsa need to 
give attention to the people who 
can’t climb the ,eericultural lad- 
der without help.” 

Forestry Program Needed. 

He said there would be need for 
a forestry program and a con- 
servation program—the one to take 
care of the war drain on timber- 
lands, and the other, “to build up 
the land that was worked so hard 
during the emergency.” 

Wickard said returning soldiers 
would need credit to resume farm- 
ing operations after the war. 

“Surely, after the war, we'll 
have to continue scientific re- 
search in agriculture,” he added. 
“We shall need to continue the 
search for new uses of agricultural 
products. We shall need to con- 
duct research into control of in- 
sects and pests, and the whole 
range of problems relating to 
plant and animal disease. 

“Another phase of work which 
we shall need to continue after the 
war,” he went on, “is marketing 
and distribution of. farm products. 
We have learned during this war 
better than ever before the im- 
portance of an efficiently function- 
ing channel whereby agricultural 
products move from producer to 
consumer. Rural electrification will 
also figure prominently in agricul- 
ture’s postwar activities.” 


Job for Personnel, People. ‘ 

Secretary. Wickard told his de- 
partment’s representatives that 
whatever kind of program is 
adopted in the future, “It will only 
be as successful as the ability of 
the people who administer it will 
permit. That is where your job as 
personnel people comes into the 
picture.” 

Contrasting the activities of the 
Department of Agriculture‘in this 
war, with the last, Wickard said 
the Department was “too little” 
last time, He gave the enlarged 
Department part of the credit for 
better farm production now, as 
compared with 1918, both from the 
standpoint of total and per capita 
output.

‘But First Responsibility 
Is Cities’,’ Says Hinck- 
ley— Urges Roadside 
Landing Strips. 


Although the Federal -Govern- 
ment may aid financially in post- 
war airport construction, the first 
responsibility for adequate fields 
for private flying as well as com- 
mercial air traffic falls on the 
community, Robert H. Hinckley of 
New York, former Assistant Sec- 
retary of Commerce for Air said 
today at a session of the fourth 


annual convention of the National : 
Aviation Training Association at/|/ 


Hotel Jefferson, 
It might very well be that the 


postwar airport development pro-/} 


should be @ co-operative ef- 
fort between the Federal and State 
governments,” said Hinckley, who 
also served as Civil Aeronautics 
Authority chairman before becom- 
ing assistant to the president of 
Sperry Gyroscope Co., Inc. 

“Federal funds could be appodr- 
tioned to the states on some equit- 
able basis,” he gaid. The states 
could match the apportioned Fed- 
eral funds and assume direct re- 
sponsibility for construction and 
operation of airports, 

“I hope and believe the Federal 
government will be willing to par- 
ticipate in this way, but regardless 
of Federal policy, first responsibil- 
ity will still fall on the communi- 
ties. It will be the communities’ 
responsibility to provide either 
with or without Federal aid, the 
airports for the private flyer, be- 
cause these people in your own 
district will demand airport facil- 
ities even as they demand paved 
roads, sewers, tennis courts or 
swimming pools.” 
Urges Roadside Landing Strips. 

Hinckley advocated construction 
of landing strips beside the high- 
ways to provide convenient stop- 
ping places for flying tourists as 
well as motorists. Markers visible 
from the air’ should be placed 
along the highways in the same 
manner that road guides for, the 
motorist are posted, 

Mass aviation education, be- 
ginning in the high schools, was 
urged as essential to development 
of postwar aviation. 

Joseph TJ. Geuting Jr. of New 
Yerk, chairman of the Personal 
Aircraft Committee of the Aero- 
nautical Chamber of Commerce, 
told the convention that the suc- 
cess of postwar personal aviation 
will depend on the utility of pri- 
vate aircraft “and not on trick 
> egg or high-pressure salesman- 
ship.” 

“The glamour of the air may 
create customer interest,” he said, 
“but utility must make the sale and 
the repeat order. 

“The public must be taught the 
importance of its own role in in- 
creasing the efficiency of aviation. 
As much ag it ig the responsibility 
of the manufacturer to achieve fly- 
ing safety with a minimum of in- 
strument and technical complica- 
tion, it is the responsibility of the 
man who will fly to help prevent 
excessive regulations and ordi- 
nances.” 

Maj, Robertson, Others Honored.

y the last convention were honored 


at memorial services today. There 
were Maj. Williiam B. Robertson 
of St. Louis, killed in the Aug. 1 
glider crash at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field; Maj. Edward G. Schultz, 
Maryville, Mo., killed Aug. 11 in 
combat in the Asiatic theater, and 
Fred McGlynn, Syracuse, N. Y., 
who died while training flyers.

time applications.

MARINES WENT IN LAUGHING 


‘Something Appeared to Have Gone Wrong’ 


When Murderous Fire Mowed Down In-| 
vaders Who Expected to Find Only Few 


Shell-Shocked Japs 


Left Alive. 


This graphic eye-witness account of the bloody conquest of Tarawa 
was written by Master Tech.

TARAWA, Nov. 23 (Delayed) (AP), 
IVE minutes ago we wrested this strategic Gilbert Island outpost 


and its all-impqrtant air strip 


from the Japanese, who seized it 


F from a few missionaries and natives weeks after they had attacked 


Pear] Harbor. 


It has been the bitterest, costliest, 
most sustained fighting for us on 
any front. It has cost us the lives 
of hundreds of United States ma- 
rines. (Official reports listed 1026 
Americans killed.) But we have 
wiped out a force of 4000 Imperial 
Japanese marines—we expected to 
find only 2000, mostly dead, 

Before we started it was great 
fun. We grinned and chortled. We 
said, “There won’t be a Jap alive 
when we get ashore.” 

That was the plan. Naval and 
air bombardment was to all but 
destroy the island. The few living 
Japenese were to be so shell- 
shocked there would be no oppo- 
sition. I recalled Maj. Mills’ in- 
structions: 

“We don't intend to neutralize 
the island. We don’t intend to de- 
stroy it. We will annihilate it.” 


Tarawa in Flames. 


As dawn broke, Tarawa was 
completely enveloped in smoke and 
flame. Japanese gun emplacements 
—eight inchers—continued to re- 
ply. Our battleships looked like 
sullen, defiant bulldogs as they ig- 
nored them and continued to pound 
the shore. 

At dawn, our planes came in. 
We could see them disappear into 
the smoke and flame. We could 
hear the sputter of their machine 
guns. We could see the debris 
raised by their bombs. It was won- 
deréul, 

But something suddenly ap- 
peared to have gone wrong. We 
learned “H” hour had been delayed 
31, then 45 minutes. The pound- 
ing. continued. There was_ little 
doubt there were still living and 
fighting Japs on the island, 


No More Laughter. 


Our assault waves were in the 
water, ready to hit the beach. We 
were in the second wave, due to 
hit after the first men reached 
shore. An eight-inch shell ex- 
ploded 10 yards off our side. We 
dived behind a hatch, laughing at 
each other as we came out. A 
second shell hit five yards off, 
killing a sailor and spraying our 
deck with shrapnel and water. 
We steamed out of range. 

Fifteen minutes later, we 
climbed into our tank lighter, 
sharing it with many other Ma- 
rines, a truck and a trailer. 

“We have landed against heavy 
opposition,” came the first radioed 
word from shore as we moved in. 
“Casualties Severe.” We looked 
grimly at each other. 


As we pulled toward the beach, 
we were met with enemy shell 
fire. A boat on our starboard side 
received a direct hit. Five men 
were killed. We dragged in the 
survivors. There was no chance 
to salvage their equipment. Swift- 
ly we moved out of range. 

A control boat roared by, a Naval 
officer screaming at us to “stay 
back” until we received word it 
was safe to go in. That was 
10:30 a. m. 


Stopped Twice by Gunfire. 


At 1 p. m. we started in again, 
moving toward the pier which ap- 
peared undamaged. We were 
stopped by machinegun fire. Cpl. 
Raymond Matjasic, 23 years old, 
of Cleveland, one of our combat 
photographers, who had . been 
seated in the cab of the truck, fell 
to the floor. The truck's wind- 
shield was knocked out. 

At 3 p. m. we tried again. Shells 
tore the water on all sides. Two 
more boats went down, and more 
Marines died. We backed out 


again, unable to pick up the sur-|" 


vivors. Many of them swam to 
us, and were later moved back to 
their transports. Many of the 
wounded drowned. 

The sun was punishing. There 
was no shade. We broke out our 
rations and nibbled at them. At 
5 p. m. the control boat pulled up. 

“Do any of you have ammuni- 
tion,” the naval officer yelled 
through his megaphone. “We've 
got to get it ashore at all costs.” 

“We have a truck,” we answered. 

“To hell with that,” he said and 
roared away. 


Jap Planes Driven Off. 


At dusk our battleships and 
cruisers opened up a terrific anti- 
aircraft barrage. There was only 
one answer—Japanese planes. 

“Prepare to go over the side,” a 
Lieutenant said quietly. “They’d 
strafe us if they get through.” 

We inflated our lifebelts and 
waited. They never got through. 
We were glad. We'd seen two 
sharks just before dusk. 

At midnight, the control boat ap- 
peared out of the darkness. We 
were to try again. 

We inched toward the dock, 
partly wrecked by our own shell- 
ing. 

The hulk of a Japanese mer- 
chantman loomed to the right. Two 
direct hits from our destroyers 
had put it out of action. On the 
lookout for snipers, we covered it 
with our machineguns, 


Snipers, Mortars. 
When we reached the dock snip-

2900 TONS OF EXPLOSIVES 
RAINED ON TARAWA, MORE 


THAN IN BIG BERLIN RAID 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP). 


AVY SECRETARY KNOX 

said today that American 

naval guns and aviation 
rained 2200 tons of shells, 700 
tons of bombs and “millions of 
rounds” of 50-caliber machine 
gun bullets on the Japanese de- 
fenders of Tarawa before the 
Marines landed. 

This total of 2900 tons of ex- 
plosives, Knox said, compared 
with 22300 tons dropped on Ber- 
lin in one recent raid. The tar- 
get area at Berlin, he pointed 
out, was much greater than at 
Tarawa. But in spite of a bom- 
bardment more. concentrated 
than even the heavy blasting of 
Berlin, the Japanese held out 
nearly three days in heavily* 
built and virtually buried em- 
placements. 

Knox said there had been 
some “criticism by arm chair 
strategists” that we had insuf- 
ficient information concerning 
the Japanese defenses. It is im- 
possible, he said, always to gét 
the information needed from 
aerial photography. 


and more snipers fired. We hit 
the deck. We moved down the 
docks 10 feet. Japs on the beach 
began throwing mortars our way. 
We hit the deck again. 

Minutes later, a second mortar 
hit directly beneath us. I felt the 
blast and was sprayed with salt 
water. 

Someone yelled: 

“Get to the other side! The next 
one will be right on!” 

We were uncertain where to go. 
The Japs’ lines were only 50 yards 
past fhe end of the pier, and there 
was no command post. Matjasic 
and I discarded our typewriter, our 
packs and our field glasses and 
started to the shore. 

The last 75 yards of the pier was 
white coral grit. There was a bril- 
liant moon—at home I would have 
called it beautiful. We swore at 
it viciously. We were perfect 
targets. 

Crouched, we sprinted down the 
pier, silhouetted against the coral. 
Snipers opened up, and six men 
fell, screaming in agony. We lay 
like logs. 

“We can’t stay here,” someone 
said up the line, “they’ll shell hell 
out of us and we'll all be gone.” 

“Advance slowly. Five feet be- 
tween each man. They won't -get 
us all that way.” 


Marines Mowed Down. 


We started. Three more Marines 
fell, and we hit the ground. Inch 
by inch we moved up. Each 10 
yards cost us the lives of more 
Marines. Each time I expected to 
get mine. Finally we were within 
15 yards of the beach. Ahead were 
shadows. 

“Throw away everything, includ- 
ing your camera,” I told Matjasic. 
“We'll come back and get it if we 
can. We're making a run for it.” 

A sergeant besidé me cracked: 

“Take your rifle. You'll prob- 
ably never get to use it, but you 
might.” 

I grinned. Ray and I ran for 
the shadows. It was an anti- 
climax. Not a shot was fired at 


s. 
On the beach, the fire was still 
hot. We ducked behind the wreck- 
age of a Japanese steam roller, 
which appeared to be between us 
and the enemy. I found a shovel 
and began frantically to dig. With- 
in five minutes, we had our first 
foxhole on Tarawa. It turned out 
to be the safest spot on the island, 

There we spent the night. It 
was 4 a. m, when we got to lie 
down, 


In No-Man’s Land. 


At dawn, we found our position 
precariousg Our own men were 
on the l@t of us, the Japs not 
more than 50 yards on the right. 
We were in no-man’s land 

At 6 a. m. a fight began over 
our foxhole. Scores of bullets 
nicked off the big steam roller, 
while we burrowed deeper. 

Shortly before noon, the Japs 
were driven back, and we came 
out of hiding. 

Our cruisers and destroyers re- 
sumed their shelling of the Jap 
half of the island, knocking out 
the last remaining big guns. The 
concussion was terrific, for the 
shells were landing not more than 
100 yards away. Our planes came 
in strafing. 

‘Dead or Missing.’ 

I waded and swam through a 
small bay to reach the opposite 
shore, but was unable to find any- 
one. Virtually’*everyone I knew 
was reported dead or missing. 

Far down the beach, (not more 
than 50 yards but it took me two 
hours to cover it), I saw a Marine 
with a camera. Painfully I crawled

Smuts Urges Britain to Seek Ties 
In Europe to Match Russia, U. 5. 


‘Explosive’ Speech on Course for Peace Vi- 
sions Trinity of Three Big Allies as Equal 
Partners in Power and Influence. .

Peace, unbacked by power, will 
remain a dream, Gen. Smuts 
warned his listeners in the address 
he himself described as “explo- 
sive.” 


The text was only released for 
publication yesterday and is the 
subject of the widest publicity and 
comment in today’s British press. 


‘Russia New Colossus.’ 


“Great Britain, the United States 
and Russia now form the trinity 
at the head of the United Nations 
fighting the cause of humanity. 
As it is in war, so will it have to 
be in peace,” Smuts said. 


The League of Nations failed to 
preserve peace, in Smuts’ view, 
because it allowed neither for 
leadership nor for economic real- 
ities. This time, the trinity based 
on power will have to preserve 
peace. “Russia is the new colossus 
that bestrides the Continent,” 
Smuts asserted. 


While expressing himself as 
heartily approving close British- 
American collaboration, Smuts 
cast doubts on the feasibility of 
such a “political axis.” 

“If you were to pit the British 
commonwealth plus the United 
States against the rest of the 
world, it would be a very lopsided 
world,” he said. “You would stir 
up opposition and rouse other 
lions in the paths.” 


For Equal Partners. 


Smuts’ vision of trinity entails 
three equal partners. Russia he 


Europe which no country has ever 
occupied in history. Britain, on 
the other hand, after the war, he 
describes as a partner “with a glory 
and an honor and a prestige such 
as perhaps no nation ever en- 
joyed,” but economically poor as 
against the vast resources of the 
Soviet Union and the United 
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LONDON, Dec. 3. 


OR the third time in 26 years, South Africa's 73-year-old Prime 
Minister Jan Christiaan Smuts has made a speech which will 
probably go down in history as have his “British Commonwealth 
of Nations” speech of 1917 and his League of Nations covenant speech 


Like both of those, his speech of last week to the Empire Parlia- 
mentary Association outlined the course which the Allied nations— 
notably Britain—should follow to preserve peace, 


States—‘‘an unequal partnership, 
I am afraid.” 


In view of this, he continued, 
“Should we not cease as Great 
Britain to be an island? Should Wwe 
not work intimately together with 
these small democracies in western 
Europe which by themselves may 
be lost, as they are lost today, and 
as they may become lost agdin? 


“Surely they must feel that their 


place is with this member of the 
trinity (Britain), their way of life 
is with Great Britain, their out- 
look and their future is with Great 
Britain and the next world-wide 
British system. 

“T think this trinity will be a 
stabilizing factor, a wall of power 
behind which freedoms and the 
democracies of the world can be 
built up again. It will be the pro- 
tecting wall. ' 

“But I should like to have that 
trinity a trinity of equals. I should 
like to see all three of them equal 
in power and influence and in 
every respect. I should not like to 
see an unequal partnership.” 


Smuts’ outline is based on the 
belief, which he expressed most 
strongly, that three of Europe’s 
great powers have disappeared: 
France, Italy and Germany. 

“France is gone and will be 
gone in our day,” he said, “and 
perhaps for many a day. Italy 
has completely disappeared and 
may never be a great power again. 
The old Bismarckian Germany may 
perhaps never rise again. , . . 
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She will be written off the slate 
in Europe for long,long years...” 


Proposal on Colonies. 

Another Smuts idea, which will 
probably be found more revolu- 
tionary by most British when they 
have had time to ponder it than 
appeared in.today’s editorial com- 
ment, concerns the British Empire 
and commonwealth. The people 
in the Crown colonies are restive 
and critical of too great central- 
ization, Smuts said. The colonial 
system, being run from London, 
deprives the dominions of any in- 
terest in the empire and thus 
serves as no link between Britain 
and the dominions, 

This could be remedied, Smuts 
said, by forming the British colo- 
nies into regional groups linked 
to the dominions, He chose Africa 
as an example and suggested 
West African, East African and 
South African groups under gov- 
ernor-generals, thus abolishing 
separate colonies and at the same 
time getting South Africa to play 
a more leading part in the devel-

Later he told the station person- 
nel: “It’s your good fortune that 
you have been placed under the 
joint command of Lord Mountbat- 
ten and Gen, Stilwell (Lt. Gen, Jo- 
seph W. Stilwell). Destroy the en- 
emy and a bright era of true 
equality will dawn upon you in 
the world to come. The price to 
be paid for victory is the price to 
be paid for the glory of our coun- 
try.” 

Mountbatten told the trainees: 
"IT promise that you will go into 
battle when the time comes. Our 
motto will be, ‘Advance and kill 
Japs, advance and kill Japs.’”

“We are at the crossroads in 
aviation, just as we were many 
years ago in railroad develop- 
ment,” Mayor William B. Harts- 
field told the correspondent. “The 
farsightedness of our ancestors 
laid the groundwork for our pres- 
ent prosperity and for our reputa- 
tion as a southern distribution 
point, 

“We cannot afford to do less 
than accept our responsibility and 
provide adequate airport facilities. 
If we fail to keep pace, allowing 
other cities to provide ample air- 
ports and neglecting to do so our- 
selves, it would mean the demise 
of Atlanta as a distribution cen- 
ter. That must not happen to us.” 

Mayor Hartsfield has been mak- 
ing such statements for several 
years, and not without effect. As a 
member of the City Council some 
18 years ago he won his name as

port by heading a committee which 
brought about acquisition of old 
Candler Field and developed it as 
a first-class municipal field which 
now has 40 scheduled daily airline 
flights—nearly twice as many as 
Lambert-St. Louis Field. 

Since he became Mayor he has 
been even more active, Only last 
month the City Council, at his urg- 
ing, voted funds for enlarging Mu- 
nicipal Airport from its present 
443 acres to 843. This was the first 
step in a program that will more 
than triple the efficiency of the 
field.

Mr. Welles’ Anxiety 

The Moscow pact can be either very construc- 
tive or very deficient, according to what the 
dominant powers go on to make of it. So Sumner 
Welles commented Wednesday in the first of 
his series of weekly articles appearing in the 
Post-Dispatch. 

The pact’s provisions are broad—so broad that 
neither Germany nor Japan would conceivably 
hesitate to affirm its principle of an international 
organization of sovereign peace-loving states. 

Germany or Japan would want, of course, to 
give the principle their own meaning, and it 
would be an authoritarian meaning. Decisions 
would be made by Germany or Japan, and all 
other nations would have the sovereign right to 
accept them. ‘This is repugnant to democracy, 
which gives sovereignty its meaning. A demo- 
cratic organization of sovereign states would have 
to be one in which every state participated in 
decision. 

It is at just this point that Mr. Welles feels 
some anxiety. Do the dominant powers—Great 
Britain, Russia, the United States—intend to carry 
out the Moscow pact within the democratic 
meaning of its terms, with every state partici- 
pating in decisions on a basis of equality from 
the immediate instant forward? There is some 
evidence that they do not. The proposed Euro- 
pean advisory commission is, as Mr. Welles ob- 
serves, a modicum of evidence in that direction, 
calling as it does for membership of only the 
dominant powers, which are to consult other na- 
tions, or not, entirely at their discretion. 

The device suggests to him that democratizing 
of the advisory commission is to be left to the 
vague future, and that meanwhile the dominant 
powers will dominate: that they will, in short, 
operate the principle of world co-operation in the 
totalitarian or Fascist Manner until they deem it 
convenient to begin operating it in the democratic 
manner. 

The best of all possible reasons for Mr. Welles’ 
uneasiness is that Great Britain and the United 
States have been making decisions for all the 
United Nations in an ex cathedra, authoritarian 
manner, ahd that they will be continuing to do 
so until some affirmative action is taken to give 
democratic body to the principles of the Moscow 
pact, ; 

Until that is done, Mr. Welles’ reservations 
are bound to be shared by all those who belteve, 
not in democracy when convenient, not in de- 
mocracy for the past or for the future, not in 
time out for totalitarianism if it seemg to be 


Yather easier to operate than democracy at the 


moment—but who believe in continuous democ- 
racy. The free company of nations looks to the 
dominant powers to create the means by which 
their working together shall not be a matter of 
democratic determination for the most powerful 
and willy-nilly acquiescence for all others, but 
shall freely recognize the right of democratic 
determination for all. 


Model T of the Air 

At the convention of the National Aviation 
Training Association yesterday, Wayne W. Par- 
rish drew a picture of the mass-market airplane 
of tomorrow. Mr. Parrish, who is head of the 
Aviation Writers’ Assocfation, says it will be 
comparable to the old Model T Ford, which took 
motoring out of the luxury and sportsman field 
and made it possible for John Q. Jones to chug 
around the countryside, 

No sleek and expensive Winton, no ponderous 
Locomobile, no custom-built Simplex, to continue 
the automobile parallel, will take John Q. Jones 
Jr. into the air. It will be a small, stall-proof, 
spin-proof job, with tricycle landing gears, the 
simplest of controls, It will land at 30 miles an 
hour in any good-sized pasture, It will take off 
after a run of a few hundred feet and will plod 
along in the air at from 100 to 150 miles an hour. 
Some such planes, as a matter of fact, are already 
in existence, Their cost, after the war, will be 
within the means of millions of purses.

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Jobs for Negroes 

The War Manpower Commission is open to the 
charge of failing in its duty to the public when 
it sidetracks the report of its own experts show- 
ing widespread discrimination in the employment 
of Negroes, 

The report has not been “suppressed,” for cop- 
fes of it, without official imprint, have been cir- 
culated in Washington, It is as if WMC wished 
to have the report see the light of day, but feared 
to sponsor it. Some of the findings, based on a 
broad survey, have been published. 

On the whole, it leads to the conclusion that 
the opportunities for employment of Negroes have 
not developed as would have been expected under 
the conditions of general man-power shortage. 
Nor, it seems, have the big war industries paid 
very much attention to President Roosevelt's ex- 
ecutive order of some two years ago that firms 
with Government contracts must not discriminate 
against workers because of race, creed or color. 

Gains in employment of Negroes have been 
limited almost entirely to the areas in the North 
where there is serious labor shortage, the report 
indicates. In the South, there has been virtually 
no opening up of additional occupations or better 
jobs to Negroes. The anomaly is disclosed in 
Spartanburg, S. C., of employers refusing to hire 


Negroes locally available and at the same time | 


demanding Government aid for additional hous- 
ing to take care of white workers to be brought 
in from elsewhere. 

Certainly the question of jobs for Negroes is 


a serious one. It does not help when a Govern- 
ment agency, supported by the taxpayers, dodges 
the issue. Right now, when hundreds of thou- 
sands of Negro youths are valiantly serving their 
country in the armed forces, it is time to bring 
this problem out into the open. It is time that we 
dealt with it as mature people, not as children 
hiding our faces behind our hands to pass off an 
unpleasant fact. The truth, freely disseminated, 
will help. Why doesn’t Mr. McNutt’s agency pre- 
sent its facts? 
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Sabotage of Democracy 


The camouflage tactics of jungle fighting have 
been appropriately borrowed by those Congress- 
men attacking the Green-Lucas. soldier-vote bill, 
It is unfortunate that the skill with which they 
are trying to maim the measure with amend- 
ments cannot be expended in annihilating Japs. 

. The administration, together with Senators Lu- 
cas of Illinois and Green of Rhode Island, hoped, 
with a bi-partisan balloting commission plan, to 
enfranchise all men and women in service. No 
one will cavil about the right of those fighting 
for their country to choose its leaders. Because 
their voting strength is 10 million, legislation 


to put ballots into their hands is easily of more 


political importance than any measure that will 
be considered by the Seventy-eighth Congress. 

Opposition to the bill as it was introduced— 
waiving all state eligibility requirements save 
those of age, residence and citizenship—has come 
from poll-tax Democrats, who want the head-tax 
laws of their respective states applied to the 
balloting; states’ rightists, who hold to such other 
voting restrictions as educational and property re- 
quirements; Republicans who fear that the sol- 
dier vote will go against them. 

Accepted was the amendment offered by Van- 
denberg, which struck out of the bill the right 
of Congress to reject the electoral vote of any 
state which did not comply with the provisions 
for handling the ballots. Then Senators Moore 
and McKellar, who fear that breaking the poll- 
tax precedent in wartime might be a serious 
breach in that discriminatory practice, started 
arguing “constitutionality.” Republicans entered 
the fray again with Senator Danaher’s double- 
talking amendment that would permit men and 
women in service to designate a pmoxy to do 
their voting back home, thus keeping the soldier 
vote under the thumb of domestic political trends. 
Now Southern Democrats have decided to alter 
their substitute bill to tally with Republican 
interests and clinch state control over the bal- 
loting. 

The question of fairness to men and women in 
the armed forces has not troubled those who must 
play politics-as-usual, They have smoke-screened 
their maneuvers with “states’ rights” and “con- 
stitutionality” arguments that havé a certain 
semblance of respectability. But through camou- 
flage the truth takeg shape: They would rather 
a soldier did not vote at all than vote against 
their particular political interests, The work of 
such legislators can be defined only as scandalous 
sabotage of democracy, 
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It seems that all Senator George knows is 
what he reads in Drew Pearson. 
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The Nazis’ far-fetched phrases for describing 
defeats as if they were victories are not, now 
that we come to think of it, original. “We have 
energetically reversed the fighting position,” and 
“Despite fierce resistance, we have detached our- 
selves from the enemy,” and the like, all were 
expressed earlier and better by, our researches 
disclose, Mark Twain. He wrote: “Thrusting 
my nose firmly between his teeth, I threw him 
heavily to the ground on top of me.” 
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Some workers are quitting war jobs because 
they are only temporary, That’s one way of mak- 
ing them permanent, 
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Dark Horse or Stalking Horse? 


The announcement of Representative Everett 
McKinley Dirksen of Illinois that he fg an aspir- 
ant for the Republican presidential nomination 
merely serves to emphasize that the list is wide 
open; that the affair promises to be a scramble 
of favorite sons, dark horses and party stalwarts, 

Mr. Dirksen, who has served from his State's 
Sixteenth District since 1933, has attracted a 
good deal of attention. What he has favored, 
he has fought for with energy; what he has op- 
posed, he has attacked with vigor. 

When he thought the Home Owners’ Loan Cor- 
poration was incurring exorbitant operating ex- 
penses in his State, he introduced a measure to 
abolish the agency. It went so far as to pass 
the House. He denied that in this he was in 
any way aiding the mortgage industry, which, 
of course, cheered discreetly for his bill. 

Early in his service in Congress, he helped as 
a committee member in an investigation of the 
notorious real estate first mortgage gold bond 
scandal, and he critically asserted that the Dém- 
ocratic majority on that committee failed to go 
fully enough into that matter. 

Again, right after the 1936 election, when Re- 
publican National Chairman John D, M. Hamil- 
ton was trying to explain the party's humiliating 
defeat under the banner of Candidate Alfred M, 
Landon, Representative Dirksen bluntly assailed 
Republican leaders for their attitude on social 
problems, and asserted they needed “a damn good 
lecture” on learning how to find, out what the 
people want. 

Lots of people have asked him to run. They 
signed a petition to that effect—36 of his col- 
leagues in the House. Among them we find these 
six Missouri Representatives: Walter Ploeser of 
St. Louis, Max Schwabe of Columbia, William P, 
Elmer of Salem, Wat Arnold of Kirksville, Marion 
T. Bennett of Springfield. and William C. Cole 
of St. Joseph. 

Could it be that these Missouri Congressmen 
have picked Mr. Dirksen as their candidate for 
President? We doubt it. Are they not the ones, 
with the exception of Mr. Arnold, who joined in 
the recent attempt to embarrass Wendell L. 
Willkie with a set of catch questions, much to 
their own chagrin? 

It may be too early to conclude that Mr. Dirk- 
sen’s candidacy is just a part of the movement 
to gtop Willkie, but that theory certainly suggests 
itself,

Canol: An Unrepented Fiasco 


The Mirrer

Under Secretary Patterson whitewashed his department by equivo 
cation, newspaper says; more candor and less self-righteousness are 
recommended to him; refusal to admit fault is called more disturb- 
ing than the mistake; military strategy doesn’t dictate all errors.

When the full record of the Canol project 
is reviewed, it appears that Under Secretary 
of War Robert P. Patterson lent himself to 
an equivocal whitewash of his department, 
This newspaper, unfortunately, assisted to 
some extent in the whitewashing. 

On the basis of his testimony before 
the Truman committee, we concluded ediw 
torially the other day that “the Canol 
project, from a purely military point of 
view, appears to have been thoroughly jus- 
tified.” We reached this conclusion because 
Mr. Patterson had said to the Truman Com- 
mittee: “This job of high strategic impor- 
tance for carrying on the war has been ap- 
proved by the Joint Chiefs of Staff. That 
should settle any doubts.” It did, in fact, 
settle our doubts, 

But the bald truth of the matter appears 
to be, as Mr. Patterson himself later ac- 
knowledged, that it was not approved by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff until Oct. 26, 1943. 
It was not even considered by that group 
until October—after, be it noted, the Tru- 
man committee had begun its investigation 
of the project, 


An Unstudied Approval 


At its inception, in April, 1942, the under- 
taking had the approval only of Lt. Gen. 
Somervell, His approval was given on the 
basis of an exceedingly meager study of the 
problem, in the face of adverse criticism by 
most of the few oil engineers consulted, 
and without prior reference to the Army 
engineers who would have to carry out the 
work, 

That the joint chiefs now order its com- 
pletion is no indication that they would 
have countenanced it in the first place, had 
all the facts been at their disposal. 


How hastily and carelessly this enterprise 
was conceived can be measured from the 
great discrepancy which has developed be- 


‘ 


tween expectations and results. The cost 
was estimated at about-25 million dollars; 
it has already cost 100 millions and will cost 
30 millions more before completion. The 
impression was given to Gen, Streett of 


‘the General Staff that the job could be done 


in a short time; it has been under way since 
April, 1942, and will not be finished before 
the spring of next year, 


Had this time element been clearly un- 
derstood, it is doubtful that the project 
would have been considered of military ad- 
vantage. There was simply no adequate 
appraisal of the cost and difficulties in- 
volved in building some 600 miles of pipe 
line over two mountain ranges and a dozen 
rivers. And these costs and difficulties now 
appear to be out of all proportion to the 
meager results achieved, 


Oil Output Proves Small 


The 479 barrels of aviation gasoline to be 
produced daily at White Horse can scarcely 
be considered sufffcient for the defense of 
Alaska, 


The curious and disturbing aspect of this 
affair is not so much that the War Depart- 
ment became wedded to the Canol project 
in haste as that it stubbornly refuses to 
repent at leisure. Gen. Somervell and the 
General Staff and even the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff are fallible. And the Truman 
committee is entirely within its proper 
province in calling into question their dis- 
position of public funds. 


This is not a matter to be ignored simply 
because it is said to be dictated by mili- 
tary strategy. The War Department is un- 
duly prone to justify any and every deci- 
sion by this comfortable formula. Judge 
Patterson could better have promoted pub- 
lic confidence in his agency by a little 
more candor, a little less self-righteousness. 


Objections to Government Advertising

Senator Bankhead wants to require the 
Treasury to spend millions of dollars an- 
nually to advertise war bonds in the news- 
papers. 

“Government pays for everything it needs 
in the war effort,” he says, “with one 
exception—it declines to pay for newspaper 
space used in raising money to pay for 
everything else.” He thinks this is unfair. 

What does the Senator mean when he 
says that the Government pays for every- 
thing it needs in the war effort? Does 
he think that the Government pays for the 
loyalty which makes men give long hours 
of application to the work of furthering 
war production? Does he think that it 
pays for the spirit which makes men face 
enemy fire and powder mill dangers? 

If he does not—and he certainly should 
not—why does he think that the Govern- 
ment should or can pay for the conscious- 
ness of duty which makes newspapers 
devote a part of the space regularly devot- 
ed to news to the welcome task of selling 
the country’s bonds to the country’s 
citizens? 

The newspapers do not want the subsidy 
offered them by the Senator. They have 
devoted their news columns to this cause, 
as they devote their columns to other 


causes—to the USO drives, to drives for 
scrap, to promoting production, to explain- 
ing and urging acceptance of price con- 
trols and rationing, and to the hundred 


‘and one other things which the war has 


brought. On occasion, when more spec- 
tacular appeals have seemed desirable, they 
have sold space to these same ends—space 
sponsored and paid for by private adver- 
tisers who have been glad to do their part. 

The Treasury has been content, and Con- 
gress should be content, with the result. 
Every bond drive has gone over the top 
and no newspafer has collapsed under 
the burden of providing news space to 
remind its readers of the importance of 
bond buying. 

The lot of newspapers during a period of 
war is often difficult. Paper is expensive 
and hard to get. The smaller newspapers 
frequently suffer more than the larger 
papers from the general situation. The 
cure for that must be elsewhere than in 
subsidy for a job every newspaper should 
be glad to do. 

It does not lie in. a gesture toward buy- 
ing patriotism—a gesture which may well 
become an entering wedge for a subsidized 
press, something we have so far escaped 
in this country.

A Natural History of Politics 
And the Rise of Party Leaders 


“American Political Parties; Their Nataral Histery,” 
by Wlifred E. Binkley. (Alfred A. Knopf, New 
York.) 

Here is a book that will bear a lot of 
reading between now and the rapidly ap- 
proaching 1944 conventions and election, 
By a professor of history and -political 
science at Ohio Northern University, itavon 
the 1942 fellowship in history provided by 
Alfred A. Knopf. But it is no musty thesis, 
On the contrary, it is full of American life 
and a people’s lusty politics, which the au- 
thor himself first knew as a boy when Ohio 
was the current “mother of Presidents,” and

day table talk. 

Dr. Binkley states that his twofold pur- 
pose is “to ascertain and to account for 
the social or group composition of each of 
our major parties” and “to discover the 
part played by national political leaders in 
building these great group combinations 
and how they learned and practiced the 
art of ‘group diplomacy.’”

The spirit and skill with which he pro- 
ceeds can be judged from the. following 
summaries of some of his material: 

That if there is any one determining fac- 
tor motivating a voter in making his dect- 
sion as to how to vote, it is probably the 
climate of opinion in which the voter has 
lived; studies show that three out of four 
voters have the same affiliations as their 
fathers, 

That pressure groups are no recent de 
velopment; as early as 1787, the Society of 
the Cincinnati, founded by demobilized offi- 
cers of the Continental Army as an extraor~ 
dinarily exclusive secret order, had a net- 
work of state and local organizations, which 
strongly influenced the course of affairs.

N the first series of revelations to come out of the conferences 


Jenin have taken place between 


Roosevelt, Churchill, Generalissimo 


Chiang Kai-shek and, presumably by now, Marshal Stalin, the term

surrender” is beginning to be defined. From now on, 


Japan knows what she can expect, if she chooses to end the war 
without waiting to have her cities blasted off her islands. 


Japan will remain a sovereign 
and independent state. She will 
retain her own indisputably Japa- 
nese territories. But for the first 
time Japan, as it will exist after 
the war, has been defined. The 
Japan that will remain is the Ja- 
pan that existed half a century 
ago, before she began to expand by 
conquest. 

The first step of Japanese im- 
perialism was her war with China 
of 1894 and 1895. At that time 
Japan, having for two decades pre- 
viously, “peacefully penetrated” in- 
to Formosa, then part of China, 
and into independent Korea, inter- 
vened in Korean affairs by armed 
force. China, alarmed, intervened 
on the opposite side, and Japan 
had a complete victory. In the 
peace treaty Japan annexed For- 
mosa and the Pescadores Islands, 
but guaranteed the -independence 
of Korea. But step by step Japan 
extended. her privileges in Korea 
until, in 1905, she took over the di- 
rection of Korean foreign policy, 
and five years later annexed her. 

The proposed peace with Japan 
will restore to China Formosa and 
the Pescadores and restore inde- 


pendence to the Koreans. 
s . s 


Another War. 


OREA was a stepping stone to 

Manchuria. It was over the 
Korean-Manchurian territory that 
the Russo-Japanese war was 
fought in 1904 and 1905. In that 
war two expansionist tendencies 
met each other—the expansionism 
of Tsarist Russia and of Japan. 
Tsarist Russia wanted to enlarge 
her Far Eastern provinces and 
gain an open warm-water port— 
Port Arthur. The clash branught 
another Japanese triumph. The 
logical consequence was that a 
quarter century later Japan invad- 
ed Manchuria. In that area there 
was a permanent contest between 
Russia and Japan. The proposed 
solution, in the North African con- 
ference, is to restore Chinese sov- 
ereignty over Manchuria and rob 
Japan of her stepping stone. 

This solution must have been ar- 
rived at with the consent of Rus- 
sia, although Stalin was not pres- 
ent at this meeting. But when the 
Soviet Union signed a non-aggres- 
gion treaty with Japan, all Rus- 
gian claims on Manchuria were 
abandoned in exchange for Japa- 
nese acknowledgment of a Rus- 
sian sphere of influence in Outer 
Mongolia. If Russia made no 
claims on a Japanese-ruled Man- 
churia, she would .hardly make 
them on a Manchuria restored to 
China, 

.

islands won since 1914. She ac- 
quired these islands from  Ger- 
many in the peace settlement after 
the last war. These islands were 
not given to Japan but mandated 
to her by the League of Nations. 
When Japan withdrew from the 
League in protest against its con- 
demnation of the Manchurian ad- 
venture, no power was ready to 
risk war to recover them. Japan 
annexed them, and against the 
provisions of the mandate, forti- 
fied them. 

Experience has taught that these 
islands were not used by Japan to 
protect her -own security, but for 
aggressive purposes. From these 
islands the attack on Pearl Har- 
bor must have * been organized. 
These islands made it impossible 
for us to retain Guam and Wake, 
and were obstacles in our com- 
munication with the Philippines. As 
“territories,” for “expansion,” they 
are worthless. As strategic position 
they have high value. It is obvi- 
ous that no American Government 
could suggest they remain in Japa- 
nese hands, or in any hands except 
our own until such time as we may 
have a genuine system of collec- 
tive security with teeth in it. 

They are not only of high im- 
portance as naval ports, but in a 
time of growing air power are the 
bridge from the western ~hemi- 
sphere to Australia, the Philip- 
pines and Southern Asia. Who- 
ever controls them controls the 
South and Central Pacific. 


Japan’s Hinsions Vanish. 


HE outlook for China is, there- 

fore, that as a result of her 
long and heroic defense she will 
be consolidated as a great Asiatic 
nation, regaining as a modern state 
what she has lost during the revo- 
lutionary times of the last half 
century. 

For America, the control of the 
Southern and Central Pacific 
against all possible future aggres- 
sors will be assured. The ques- 
tion of how British and Dutch in- 
terests in the same area will. be 
assured is not so clear. 

Japan must renounce all illu- 
sions of grandeur. She will have 
to start again in the area where 
her interests were uncontested for 
centuries and are uncontested at 
this moment. 

Whatever other terms & defeat- 
ed Japan wili nave to accept we do 
not know, but territorially the 
terms fulfill the basic conditions 
of the Atlantic Charter: And for 
a Japan that is facing certain de- 
feat after inflicting unheard-of hu- 
miliation and suffering upon the 
world, no better terms can be con- 


ceived of. 


LT. BUNTING TELLS 
UF TARAWA BATTLE 


Louis Rector’s Son on 
Photographic Mission 
During Fight.

An indication of the kind of 
fighting our forces are facing in 
the Southwest Pacific was re- 
ceived here yesterday by the Rev. 
Dr. John 8S. Bunting, rector of the 
Church of the Ascension, 5747 
Cates avenue, in a letter from his 
son, Lt. John B. Bunting, senior 
flight engineer with a Navy squad- 
ron, The letter dated Thanksgiving 
day, described action which re- 


sulted in the fall of Tarawa, now 
in United States hands. 

“Keep in mind the name of 
Tarawa,” Lt. Bunting wrote to his 
parents, after he had been over 
that island in the Gilbert group 
bn a photographic reconnaissance 
flight as United States Marines 
were attempting to wrest it from 
the Japs. He said that the photo- 
graphs taken by his squadron had 
faved severa) lives. 

“After the plane I was in took 
pictures,” Lt. Bunting said, “it did 
me good to watch the bombardier 
pull the lever and see 500-pound 
bombs fall. Our forces hadn’t as 
yet taken Tarawa.” 

Lt. Bunting said he would never 
forget being 15,000 feet over the 
island while the battle was on. 
“I've now seen this deadly Jap 
war at its height,” he wrote. He 
added his opinion that it would 
take four or five years to win the 
war. 

Praising the naval aviators and 
bluejackets in his squadron, the 
Lieutenant indicated their gal- 
lantry by relating that when his 
own plane landed he counted 42 
holes in the ship. He called the 
men who were taking this kind of 
punishment “as hearty a breed as 
I've ever seen.” 

Lt. Bunting who has been over- 
Seas since early summer, enlisted 
in the Navy in August, 1942. In 
private life, he was a Philadelphia 
stock broker. He attended the Uni- 
versity of Missouri.

THIRD OF ARMY'S 33,000 
NURSES TO GET PROMOTIONS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (AP).— 
About a third of the 33,000 mem- 
bers of the Army Nurse Corps will 
get promotions under a new policy, 
announced by the War Depart- 
ment yesterday. A nurse’s rank 
will be governed by the position 
and responsibility she holds. 

Under the old policy, a hospital 
unit requiring 100 nurses had one 
captain and seven first lieutenants. 
The new regulations authorize a 
lieutenant colonel, a major, three 
captains and 31 first lieutenants 
for such a unit. The nurse in 
charge of a hospital of 3000 beds 
or larger will be a lieutenant 
colonel; of a 750-bed hospital, a 
major, and of a 500-bed hospital, a 
captain. Regardless of thé size of 
the hospital, the nurse in charge 
will be a lieutenant colonel if the

The new policy authorizes the 
rank of lieutenant colonel for di- 
rectors of the Army Nurse Corps 
in major war theaters and that of 
major for the directors in less 
combat zones or in defense com- 
mands. It also gives the rank of 
captain to dietitians and physical 
therapy aids in charge of depart- 
ments in 3000-bed hospitals, or in 
smaller hospitals conducting 
courses for students,

to him, for my body was one mass 
of bruises. 

He was a stranger. 

“Where'd you get it?” I asked. 

“From Lucas,” he replied. 

“Where is Lucas?” I asked. 

“Over there,” he replied. “Dead.” 

“I’m Lucas,” I told him. 

From his description, I decided 
he meant Sgt. Ernest J. Diet, 36, 
Hammond, La. Later, I found a 
body I thought was that of our 
sergeant-photographer. I was al- 
most hysterical when Diet showed 
up 24 hours later. He learned 
finally that it was someone else’s

camera, and that he had found 
some of my papers. But, mean- 
while, he had officially reported 
me killed. in action. 

I left my foxhole at noon, went 
100 yards, and returned at 6 p. m. 
It was that tough. 


Hellish Night. 


The night was hellish. More 
men came in, and more were killed 
on the pier. I slept until 1 a. m., 
and Matjasic from 1 a. m, until 
dawn. We had had enough ex- 
perience with the enemy’s infil- 
tration tactics. We had orders to 
shoot any man who came toward 
us. During the night we learned 
that guards on the pier killed a 
Jap who had sneaked in with a 
drum of gasoline, intending to set 
the pier afire. It would have 
been the end of us, for the pier 
was loaded with high explosives. 

At dawn the enemy sent its first 
bombers. There were only two of 
them, and five men were killed. 

We awoke to one of the strang- 
est sights in history. We badly 
needed replacements. Men were 
being landed 500 yards from shore 
in the surf at low tide and were 
wading in past enemy machinegun 
emplacements. Many fell before 
they reached shore. In the after- 
noon Marines were atill stagger- 
ing ashore, carrying the limp 
forms of buddies between them, 


Snipers’ Ship Blasted. 


The heaviest fire came from a 
Jap snipers nest in the beached 
enemy merchant ship. Assault 
waves were held up while our dive 
bombers went to work on it, drop- 
ping high explosives in its hulk.

from the blazing ship! We settled 
the matter by sending aboard men 
to wipe out the snipers in hand- 
to-hand combat, and to hold it as 
an outpost. 

Shortly before noon, the Japs 
opened up with, mortars. One 
landed near enough to tear the top 
off our steam roller, and to deafen 
me for two days. A Marine who 
occupied the foxhole next to ours 
was killed by shrapnel. We dug 
deeper. 

By now, however, the Japs were 
being forced steadily back, We 
were able to move about. Snipers 
continued, but we ignored them. 
One was killed in a cocenut tree 
50 feet away. 

Still, our naval] and air pound- 
ings continued. On the third day, 
the heaviest fighting took place in 
a cleared space around the air 
strip. One of our tanks lumbered 
into the clearing. A Jap broke 
from the bush and tried to throw 
a grenade in its tracks, He was 
shot down. 

Suddenly there was firing at our 
rear. Seven Japs had been found 
in the ruins of a dugout less than 
10 feet from the command post 
from which our officers were di- 
recting the operations, They were 
wiped out. 


Rescue Behind Jap Lines.

Last night Barnhill went back of 
the Jap lines to pick up six wound- 
ed Marines. A Japanese sentry 
tossed two hand grenades in their 
direction.

I returned.to the beach to find 
snipers again sweeping the pier 
where ammunition was being un- 
loaded. They fired from the wreck- 
age of one of our boats 50 yards 
away. I ducked into the water on 
the opposite side, and found five 
husky military policemen herding 
a convoy of Japanese prisoners 
toward the beach in water up to 
their waists and up to the Japs’ 
shoulders. Three dead Marines 
were in the water. The MP’s 
herded the Japs out to a waiting 
landing barge. As the frightened 
prisoners climb aboard, they were 
subjected to murderous fire from 
their own snipers, Three were 
killed. 

Turning on the Heat. 

I got back in time to be in on 
the battle that broke Japanese 
resistance on Tarawa. Several 
hundred Japs were holed up for 
two days in a bomb-proof shelter 
at the end of the airstrip, holding 
up our advance. 

PFC Robert Harper, 22, Hous- 
ton, Tex., and Sgt. John Rybin, 25, 
Laurel, Mont., dashed forward 
with their flame throwers while 
automatic rifle men covered them. 
At the entrance of the bomb shel- 
ter, Harper threw his flame on a 
Jap machine gun nest, charring 
three enemy Marines beyond 
recognition. He poured on more 
fire, There were screams inside 
the shelter, and the Marines 
rushed forward to capture their 
objective. 

Harper returned to our post.

NOTEWORTHY RISE. 
IN RETAIL TRADE 
IN O1H DISTRICT 


Federal Reserve Reports 

_ Sales in 10 Months 14 
Pct. Higher Than in 
Like Time in ’42. 


A “noteworthy” increase in re- 
tail trade in the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District is reported in 
the monthly summary of business 
conditions released for publication 
today by the Federal Reserve 
Bank in St. Louis. 

Retail trade, as measured by 
gales of department, clothing and 
furniture stores, moved up season- 
ally in Octobe” to reach a 
level slightly higher than the ex- 
tremely high dollar volume of sales 
in October, 1942, the summary 
stated. For the first 10 months of 
1943 department store sales in the 
district were reported as 14 per 
cent above the comparable period 
in 1942, much of the increase be- 
ing attributed to price rise. 

“Relative stability in the over- 
all volume of industrial production, 
which has characterized the dis- 
trict economy in recent months, 
continued in October,” the sum- 
mary stated. However, it was 
noted that October output of steel 
in the St. Louis area was down 
slightly over a year ago, in con- 
trast to nation-wide record pro- 
duction. 

This was attributed to overdue 
furnace repairs, work stoppages 
and industrial disputes. About 
250,000 tons of steel ingot capacity 
came into production in this dis- 
trict in early November, the sum- 
mary stated, and an additional 
100,000 tons was expected to be in 
production before the end of the 
month, raising total capacity of 
the area “by a substantial 
amount.” 

The output of shoes is running 
below the 1942 volume and the out- 
put of chemicals well above it, the 
report adds. 

An article written by R. M. 
Evans, a member of the Board of 
Governors of the Federal Reserve 
System and former Agricultural 
Adjustment Administrator, which 
is enclosed with the summary, 
analyzes the beef cattle situation 
and notes a growing shortage of 
feed and a potential consumer de- 
mand for beef greatly in excess of 
current supplies in the market. 


Wholesale Prices Unchanged. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (AP).— 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics’ 
wholesale price index remained un- 
changed last week at 102.6 per 
cent of the 1926 average. It was 
25 per cent higher than a year 
ago, 25.1 per cent higher than the 
corresponding week of 1937 and 9.7 
per cent above the average for 
November, 1929.

New York and Pittsburgh—voted 
against deviating from the league 
rule permitting a maximum of 14 
night dates for-each club.

It is known that both Presi- 
dent Sam Breadon of the Red- 
birds and President Don Barnes 
of the Browns want to play as 
many contests under the lights as 
they can get permission to play, 
and so the total of 42 after-dark 
shows at Sportsman's Park next 
season is assured. 

With 42 night games and 24 Sun- 
day doubleheaders, a total of 90 
contests of the 154 to be played in 
St. Louis will be after dark or on 
the weekly holidays. 

Negroes Present Plea. 

A group of Negroes, including 
Paul Robeson, distinguished sing- 
er, and newspaper representatives, 
appeared before the joint meeting 
and made a plea that members of 
their race be permitted to play in 
organized ball. 

After hearing the plea, the joint 
meeting issued the following state- 
ment: “Each club is_ entirely 
free to employ Negro players to 
any and all extent it desires. The 
matter is one solely for each club’s 
decision, without any restriction 
whatsoever.” 

Other business transacted by the 
major owners in joint session in- 
cluded: Voting of $20,000 by each 
league for American Legion junior 
baseball; 

Decision to set up a committee 
to confer with minor leagues on 
postwar problems; 

All amendments to the joint 
agreement, proposed by the minors, 
referred to the committee, 

Approval for playing the annual 
major league all-star game July 
11 at Pittsburgh, with up to $100,- 
000 to go to the Bat and Ball Fund 
for the military; 

Voting of $20,000 from the com- 
missioner’s fund and $2500 from 
each league's treasury for the Bat 
and Ball Fund, a total of $25,000. 

The Baseball] Writers’ Asgssocia- 
tion suggested that the all-star 
game be made a War Bond show, 
on some basis. 

The official guide again will be 
issued by Landis’ office. 

Little Fodder for Fans. 

For the man in the street this 
has been a rather empty series of 
meetings. The Chicago White Sox 
sent Outfielder Julius Solters to 
the Milwaukee Club of the Amer- 
ican Association, if you care to call 
that a player deal. And the Amer- 
ican League announced that in 
games of 1944 the pitcher in a ball 
game, with the man ahead of him 
in the batting order at the plate, 
wil] have to be in the little circle 
near the box, instead of letting a 
stand-in serve for him. Just a 
move to shorten games, it was ex- 
plained. Nothing was said about 
doing anything about the batter 
who steps out of the box because 
he thinks the pitcher is taking too 
long to deliver the ball, or about 
the pitcher who then retaliates by 
stepping off the rubber just as the 
batter thinks he’s going to see the 
ball delivered. It is estimated 
that at least 20 minutes could be 
cut off an average ball game if 
this habit were curtailed.

It also was decided to accept 
the Nationa) League’s recommen- 
dation that the 1944 season open 
April 18 and close Oct. 1, The 
American had been holding out for 
a later opening and an earlier 
closing, to eliminate open dates.

LANDIS TO HEAR 
COX TOMORROW 


NEW YORK, Dec. $3 (AP), — 
Commissioner K. M. Landis’ inves- 
tigation of alleged betting of base- 
baall games by William D. Cox 
was reopened today when the 
Commissioner said that Cox had 
denied he wagered on games 
played by the Phillies before his 
retirement as president of the 
club, Nov, 23, during a probe by 
Landis. 

Through an attorney, Cox asked 
Landis for a hearing tomorrow 
and the Commissioner said he had 
granted the request. The date is 
the same as set by Landis for the 
original hearing, which Cox de- 
clined to attend on the grounds 
that he had already resigned as 
president of the ‘Philadelphia club. 

Landis said that through an at- 
torney, Cox has notified him the 
original remarks Cox made about 
his supposed betting were made to 
test the loyalty of “a certain man 
in Philadelphia,” and that these 
remarks concerning wagering 
were not true. 

Landis’ original decision banned 
Cox from baseball for life, and 
it was during the probe leading 
up to the action that Cox resigned 
as president of the Phils.

Senators Told 


U.S. Tax Would 
Destroy Racing 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (AP).— 
Gov. Spessard Holland of Florida 
told the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee today that imposition of a pro- 
posed 6 per cent Federal tax on 
pari-mutuel wagering would result 
in destruction of the racing indus- 
try. 

The tax is included in the House- 

passed new revenue bill on which 
the Sehate group is now conduct- 
ing hearings, and the Florida Gov- 
ernor was joined in opposing it by 
various State Racing Commission 
officials. 
Holland said the Florida State 
Constitution would have to be 
amended and a special session of 
the Legislature would be required 
if the bill passed, because “it would 
conflict with State regulations.” 

Cc. F. Connors, chairman of the 
Massachusetts State Racing Com- 
mission, testified the same condi- 
tion prevailed in his State and in 
many others of the 22 which have 
legalized racing. 

Herbert Bayard Swope, chairman 
of the New York State Racing 
Commission, asserted the right to 
race is “definitely a State func- 
tion” granted by the Legislature 
or by constitutional amendment. 
Swope also told the committee that 
racing has contributed $7,200,000 
“cash on the barrel to various war 
relief agencies.” 

When Senator Lucas (Dem.), 
Illinois, stated the proposed levy 
appeared to be “an attempt of the 
Federal Government to invade the 
field of State taxation,” Holland 
nodded agreement. 

Lucas also commented that he 
believed that “where there is one 
bookie now, 10 would spring up if 
this bill passed.” Again, Holland 
agreed. 

The Florida Governor asserted 
that “in addition to all its other 
faults the bill is poorly written and 
the language is not clear as to 
how the tax is to be imposed.” 

Senator Vandenberg’  (Rep.), 
Michigan, inquired, “How should it 
read?” and Senator Andrews 
(Dem.), Florida, interposed: “It 
should be eliminated.” 

Holland stressed his view that 
“each State has set up what is 
thought to be the maximum burden 
of taxation which will still allow 
racing to continue, so if the Fed- 
eral Government imposes another 
tax it means the industry will col- 
lapse.”

The 
bands are numbered and the trapper of a live 
banded bird or the finder of a dead banded bird 
is requested to notify the Fish and Wildlife Serv- 
ice, Washington, D. C., giving the number found 
on the band. The location where the bird was 
banded is on record. Notification of where the 
bodies are found gives ornithologists. data on 
how long birds live, where they go after they 
leave home and what routes they usually take.

Too Many Bones in 'Sparrow' 

“THE FALLEN SPARROW,” Fox Theater’s presentation 
starring John Garfield that shows post-Spanish Civil War in- 
trigue in New York City, falls short of being a great film for 
about the same reason that the dog in the well-known fable 

fell short of having two bones to chew on. 
The dog, you all remember, was crossing a 
bridge with a bone in his mouth when, looking 
down, he saw “another” dog looking up at him 
out of the water, And this “other” dog had a 
bone in his mouth too. “Why should I be lim- 
ited to only one bone,” thought the first dog, 
“when, with a little enterprise, I could easily have 
two.” So he opened his mouth to seize the second bone. The 
results were, of course, that his own bone fell into the water, 
and by some odd coincidence, the other dog’s bone disappeared 
at the same time. 

To paraphrase the sad story of the greedy dog, you might 
gay that the makers of “The Fallen Sparrow” were crossing @ 
bridge one day when they happened to look down into the 
glistening depths below. And there, shimmering beautifully, 
they saw the beckoning ghosts of “The Maltese Falcon,” and 
the ghosts of each and every one of the suspenseful and 
mysterious pictures that Alfred Hitchcock ever made, And 
they said to themselves, “Why should we be content with only 
the promise of ‘The Fallen Sparrow’ when, with a little enter- 
prise, we may incorporate in the picture all the fine things that 
have been done with half a dozen other pictures.” 

Well, the incorporation took place all right. But the bone, 
the crux of the matter, got lost in the process, Generally a 
muddy job, the picture talks too much.

ERFECTLY baked and served 
P plain griddle cakes are wel- 

come in most homes at least 
once or twice a week, but once in 
a while it pays to vary them by 
adding to the batter chopped fruit 
or berries. Finely chopped fresh 
apple, canned peaches, or blue- 
berries, frozen or canned will pay 
you big dividends. If you use 
canned fruit like peaches, thicken 
the syrup slightly and serve it over 
the cakes instead of the regula- 
tion ‘syrup. 

Griddle Cakes. 


Two cups all-purpose flour, two 
tablespoons baking powder, two 
teaspoons salt, two tablespoons 
sugar, two eggs, well beaten, one 
and three-fourths cups milk, one- 
half cup shortening, melted, one 
cup cooked peaches, if desired. Sift 
flour, measure and resift with 
baking powder, salt and sugar. 
Combine eggs, milk and shortening 
and add to the dry ingredients. 
Beat with a rotary beater until 
smooth. Chop peaches and mix. 
Pour onto a medium hot griddle 
(825 degrees) and bake until un- 
der side is brown and tiny bubbles 
appear on the surface of the cakes. 
Turn and bake until second side 
is browned. Serve hot with peach 
syrup. Makes about 20 two and 
one-half inch pancakes, 

Peach Syrup. 

Two-thirds cup peach juice; one 
teaspoon cornstarch; one table- 
spoon cold water; one-eighth tea- 
spoon grated lemon rind; pinch 
salt; cinnamon to taste; one tea- 
spoon butter. 

Slightly heat the peach juice, add 
the cornstarch mixed into the cold 
water, cook and stir until mixture 
is slightly thickened and clear. 
Stir in remaining ingredients and 


cool.

CIENTIFIC knowledge of the 

examination of the blood ig of 

comparatively recent origin. 
From the most ancient times the 
fluids and excretions of the body 
have been examined by medicine 
men, but not until] the microscope 
became perfected and chemistry 
matured did urine or blood tests 
teach him anything. 

The blood is examined today on 
the basis, first, of its appearance 
under the microscope, second, the 
counting of the red and white 
corpuscles, third, its immunologi- 
cal reactions (or, in other words, 
the laboratory worker can tell 
whether you have typhoid fever 
or undulant fever or not by your 
blood), fourth, the presence of 
parasites such as malaria, fifth, 
its chemistry and last and most 
recent test of all, the sedimenta- 
tion rate.

THE VERY WORD anemia sug- 
gests to you that the anemic per- 
son does not have enough blood. 
That does not mean strictly that 
the total blood volume is reduced 
but that the red blood corpuscles 
are reduced. So, counting the red 
blood corpuscles is the index/to de- 
termine whether or not there is 


any anemia, The whtie blood cor- 
puscles—the leucocytes—are al- 
ways increased when infection oc- 
curs. That is why your surgeon 
wants a “white cell count” when 
there is any suspicion of appendi- 
citis, 

It took a long time and an 
enormous amount of specialized re- 
search to perfect the determination 
of the chemistry of the blood, But 
now blood chemistry is exact and 
it is now more important for your 
doctor when he wants to know 
how your kidneys are functioning 
to. examine the blood chemically 
than the urine,

THE SEDIMENTATION rate of 
the blood is a peculiar phenome- 
non. But it has come to be for ex- 
perienced physicians a rough in- 
a of whether a person is sick or 
no 

The way the test is done is to 
draw some blood out of the vein 
of a patient and mix it, with salt 
solution in a test tube. The blood 
will settle to the bottom of the 
tube in about an hour. This can, 
of course, be timed and it has 
been found that really organically 
sick people have a very rapid sedi- 
mentation rate. 

By this I mean that when a doc- 
tor interviews 10 patients a day 
he cannot always tell whether 
their complaints are due to disease 
or to their nervous condition. Nor 
does he always have time td make 
a complete examination — X-ray, 
cardiogram, etc. But by virtue of 
the blood sedimentation test he 
can, in at least 80 per cent: of 
cases, decide wigether the patient 
is really sick of a cancer, high 
blood pressure, an infection of any 
kind, or whether the patient is 
just blown up with nerves.

‘Vegetables Unlimited’ Pays Edible Dividends to Twelve Stockholders

COLUMBIA, Mo., Dec. 1. 


HERE are at least 12 families 
Tin Columbia who have blue 
stamp rationing books prac- 
tically intact this winter. They 
are the members of Vegetables Un- 
limited, Inc., a group which worked 
together last summer on a com- 
munity farm project that might 
well be used as a pattern for other 
amateur gardeners as they write 
down this year’s resolutions in the 
back of the seed catalog. For in 
spite of their inexperience, in spite 
of floods and other acts of Satan, 
the members of Vegetables Unlim- 
ited raised enough food for their 
own use all summer with a surplus 
to sell, and “put up” a quantity of 
canned goods that would turn the 
average victory gardener piccalilli 
green with envy. | 
Vegetables Unlimited was born 
about a year ago when food ration- 
ing was the principal topic of con- 
versation in all communities, The 
idea of several families getting to- 
gether and working a plot of 
ground came up and before plans 
had been completed the group had 
been expanded to 11 stockholders, 
including Glenn A, McCleary, dean 
of the University of Missouri law 
school; attorneys William Becker, 
Paul Peterson, and Boyle Clark; 
Lee Carl Overstreet and Orin Ev- 
ans, also of the law school; Dr. 
C. F. Elzea and Dr. David LeMone; 
John C. Stapel, insurance man; 
Jack Waters, publisher of the Co- 
lumbia Tribune, and Barry J. Hol- 
loway, public relations director of 
Stephens College. 


The six legal lights of the group 
were given the task of drawing 
up papers of incorporation, a pro- 
cedure which took almost a 
month. Publisher Waters was 
named president of the corpora- 
tion, and each member contributed 
$50 which was used to buy seed, 
farm implements, and pay the 
salary of a full time manager, 
Harry Lansing, former football 
coach and the twelfth member of 
the group. One of the incorpo- 
rators, Boyle Clark, contributed 
the land, 15 acres of his farm out- 
side of town, and another mem- 


ber who had a car with a C 
a contributed the transporta- 
on. 

Most of the members were white 
collar workers whose sole garden- 
ing experience consisted of weed- 
ing a back yard border of snap 
beans in former years. As if to 
dampen their first fine enthusi- 
asm, the heavy spring rains came 
just in time to bog down their 
crop of peas, and the first hard 
day’s work consisted of standing 
ankle-deep in mud picking them. 

The other crops were more en- 
couraging, however, and as the 
season progressed they harvested 
green beans, lima beans, sweet 
corn, turnips—so many of them 
they never finished gathering 


them—beets, and potatoes, all the 
products of a hillside garden. In 
the bottoms they raised black-eyed 
peas, beans, cucumbers, and more 
beets. Another hillside garden had 
smaller table vegetables, lettuce, 
radishes, etc. The garden in the 
bottoms extended along quite a 
way, and the gardeners had the 
satisfaction of returning and an- 
nouncing proudly that they’d just 
finished hoeing a ‘half mile of 
beans. :

Let Child Express Himself

ARENTS and teachers are oc- 

casionally surprised by a child’s 

act. Placed in a new situation 
he meets it with perfect calm and 
efficiency as though he enjoyed it. 
For example a child who has never 
seen the ocean hails it with delight 
and wades right into it with no 
sign of fear. 
with a bit of coaching, 
“Instinctively he took to 
water,” we say. 

In every one of us are traces of 
power that we know nothing about 
lying unused in our inner being. 
This is true of children who are 
in school to be educated. It 
would pay us and greatly benefit 
the children, if we kept probing 
for such abilities by offering va- 
ried experiences in many fields. 
We keep too close to the letter 
of the curriculum and lose the 
gifts the child has stored within 
him. We do not allow room for

the play of his instincts and we 


should, 

It is true that children have 
traces of powers that should be 
discouraged. These should be 
brought to light and destroyed by 
offering the experiences that offset 
them and bring pride and joy to 
the child that kills his desire for 
the expression of the unfit trait. 


For example: All children are 
selfish and this selfishness dis- 
plays itself in many ways, some of 
them harmful in the extreme. Tak- 
ing what is not his own simply be- 
cause he wants it is a child’s way 
of selfishness. Using force to get 
his way with another child, cheat- 
ing to win — are instinctive in 
some children and the best way to 
meet the situation is to let the 
child show it in action and then 
offer him the better way—also in 
action. 

Action is important in the cul- 
tivation or the elimination of in- 
stincts. Talk is idle. The child 
must act and his teacher must act 
to bring fruit out of the experi- 
ence. “Do something about it,” 
is the thing to say to the child 
who feels a dri*-e to do something 
new, to get something he wants, 
to change something he does not 
like. Teach him to do something 
he wants, to change something he 
does not like. Teach him to do 
something about his feelings and 
then guide him toward the better 
way. 

It is unwise to pen up anger 
and blanket it with silence. Let 
it out as gentle as possible—but 
let it out. It is futile to fee] sym- 
pathy and pity and affection and 
pen them up. Let them be ex-

pressed that they may bear fruit. 
Guide a child’s instincts and s0 
develop his hidden powers of mind 
and soul, 


there. Then let’s make this anti- 
crime campaign a regular part of 
their educational program. Teach 
them, right from the start, the 
pride and power of being the fu- 
ture fathers and mothers of 
America. Show them that crime 
isn’t smart . .. that girl delinquency 
is as old fashioned as bustles. Ten 
words of ridicule are worth a ton 


of sermons in dealing with young: 


hoodlums, 

“I suppose there will be shrieks 
of horror at the harrowing sug- 
gestion ‘but I think it might be 
a great idea to let the youngsters 
tell the parents where to head in, 
once in a while, People take it 
for granted that the children are 
always in the wrong, except in 
rare cases, They should take an 
honest ‘look see’ and they would 
be surprised. .Many a ‘cute’ little 
mother who prides herself on her 
youthful ways and looks is so busy 
playing bridge and mopping up 
cocktails at some popular bar— 
which is really no better than the 
swinging door saloons of grand- 
pa's day—that she has no time to 
investigate her own daughter's 
after-school antics. So I suggest— 
give the responsibility to youth if 
the parents won't tackle it.”

An Ace Into 


Small Slam 
By Ely Culbertson - 


HE average player, on lead 
T scains a small slam contract, 

lays down an ace whenever he 
holds one of those potent cards, 
writes a correspondent. The fol- 
lowing deal illustrates one of the 
iniquities of this practice,

No sooner was the final pass out 
of East’s mouth than West banged 
down the spade ace. That lead 
alone was all the declarer needed 
to simplify his play! He ruffed, 
cleaned up the outstanding trumps, 
then led a club from dummy, and 
when East played low, went right 
up with the club king. In the first 
place, if West had had two aces 
along with the spade suit which 
the whole setup indicated he must 
have, he would either have opened 
the bidding or made a secondary 
spade bid over the one diamond; 
in the second place, with two aces, 
it is certain that he would have 
doubled the slam bid. Thus, if 
West had not led the spade ace 
but had made a neutral heart or 
trump opening, declarer would 
have had a sheer guess on the club 
lead from dummy—whether to 
play the king or the jack—and 
there would have been a 50 per 
cent chance of his guessing wrong. 


This correspondent’s point that 
an ace is not always a good lead 
against a slam contract is well 
taken, although it is only fair to 
observe that in many cases that 
very lead is vital. A good bridge 
player, however, would have 
guessed the club situation cor- 
rectly. 

Let’s suppose West opens a heart 
or a diamond. As soon as possible 
declarer leads a spade from dum- 
my, and when East fails to play 
the ace, it is highly presumable 
that he does not hold that card. 
Now declarer, working on the 
sound principle that the aces are 
probably “split” between the de 
fenders, plays East for the club 
ace, and on a subsequent lead from 
dummy, when East plays a low 
club, declarer confidently goes up 
with the king.

IN BOSTON, ONLY ONE SWOONS 


Fainting Girl Hadn’t Eaten Since 
6 A. M.; Attendance at 6 Shows 
Sets Record for Theater, 

BOSTON, Dec. 3 (AP).—Crooner 
Frank Sinatra broke all attendance 
records at a Boston theater yes- 
terday and only one of his .7,000 
admirers swooned—strictly from 
hunger.
